| love them all. Love every Buck, every Celt. Love 
Kareem and Oscar and Mickey Davis; Perry and Warner 
and Bobby Dandridge. Love Cowens and JoJo and John 
Havlicek; Silas and Chaney and Baby Face Nelson. | love 
Tom Heinsohn and Larry Costello. | love them all. Be- 
cause these men, doing what they do best and doing it su- 
perbly well, proved to me that sport is the eighth art. 
Made me realize how precious is the thing they do, how 
priceless is the thing we watch. 

No one can say after watching the Buck-Celtic playoff 
that sport is an inconsequential thing. That play is simply 
recreation for the players, a diversion for the spectators. 
Huizinga, who said that the imperishable need of man is 
to live in beauty, went on to say, “There is no satisfying 
that need except to play.” 

And this was beauty and play at its best. The fascinat- 
ing Kareem who is so good at what he does, you are put 
off by the ease and simplicity with which he makes the 
most difficult look easy. 

And Robertson, the complete basketball player, with 
his slow-motion fakes. Oscar lives in another time frame, 
where he can wait and wait and wait some more; and fi- 
nally comes the release of that soft shot tracing a perfect 
parabola to the net. The Bucks were without Lucius Allen, 
but they had Dandridge with his quick hands, the menac- 
ing Warner, and Mickey Davis looking like some kind of 
mad king who had come off the throne to play with his 
jesters and by royal fiat had declared that all his wildly im- 
possible shot would go in. 


Against them, the Celtics had brought champions of 
equal strength and speed and skill. The tireless Havlicek, 
who was everywhere he was expected to be and every- 
where he wasn’t expected as well. And Nelson, the Knick 
Killer spelling Silas after his incredible leaps under the 
enemy basket. And forever joined in the battle was the 
bullyboy Cowens, who could be as soft as silk from the 
outside. 

And making the team move through space in patterns 
as intricate as Balanchine’s were inperturbable White 
and Chaney, before the impulsive Westphal inscribed his 
signature on the final outcome. 

It was, as Santayana said of athletics, “a great and con- 
tinuous endeavor, a representation of all the primitive vir- 
tues and the fundamental gifts of man.” It was also a work 
of art. It certainly satisfied the first half of Santayana’s 
definition of art: “manual knack and professional tradi- 
tion.” We are unlikely to see the manual knack and profes- 
sional tradition displayed by the Bucks and the Celts sur- 
passed by anyone but the greats in art and music and 
dance. 

Santayana further defined art as having a contempla- 
tive side which he described as pure intuition of essence. | 
am not sure what he meant by that, although | suspect it 
has to do with knowing the inner meaning of what you are 
doing. | also suspect that the Bucks and the Celts were 
doing whatever Santayan was trying to describe.

increase, there would be a howl of protest, 
based around a “we can’t afford it” appeal.

ers $16.50... which figure allows us amod- 
est profit ... we are charging the associa- 
tions $13.00 per member . . . a losing figure 
... We are going to expand the magazine 
further ... and we just plain have to get 
more money out of the associations ... 
which groups had been telling us that “ama- 
jority of our members don't really care about 
the magazine anyway ... all they want are 
the match schedules and results.” 

Finally, that was the quotation that we 
came back to. Why are we knocking our- 
selves out trying to work around this prob- 
lem? If what the associations tell us is true, 
and most of their members don’t really care 
about the magazine ... all that they want 
are the match schedules and reports ... 
then heck, the solution is obvious .. . let’s 
give them just that... with an option avail- 
able for those who do want the full maga- 
zine . . . to purchase it at a modest addition- 
al charge. 

_Thus we have come to the present situa- 
tion. We are charging the two associations 
$8.00 per year for the “base publication” . . . 
the 16 pages of match reports and sched- 
ules .. . the 16 pages that we were told was 
all that most members wanted anyway. 
And, if you want the full magazine, send 
along a separate check for $9.00 more. If 
you're a life member, and you want the full 
magazine, send a separate check for $9.00 
for the year. 

While it got a few souls worked up, it was, 
and is, the best way to do things, and the 
fairest way. If you really and truly don’t like 
the magazine, fine. And if you do like it, 
$9.00 a year doesn't seem too excessive for 
guys running around to matches with 
$5,000 worth of firearms. By the way, to set 
the record straight, the NBRSA rules and 
by-laws say that their members shall re-

ceive “the official publication” (now the 16 
pages of association news and match 
schedules and results) . . . it does not define 
what the publication is, or shall be. The IBS 
rules and by-laws are even more vague by 
the way ... they don’t say anything at all 
about your right to receive anything. Not 
even a head cold. |’m sure that the editor 
was hung in effigy in a few places, but what 
the heck . . . the price of fame. 

In early January | was approached by an 
association officer, who was bemoaning a 
problem. It seemed that they were losing 
membership at renewal time at a rate that 
they deemed alarming. It seems as if the as- 
sociation was losing the fellow who was not 
a match shooter ... who belonged to the 
association primarily to get the magazine 
. .. and who was willing to spend a few dol- 
lars more to belong to the association ... 
just in case he ever wanted to enter a real, 
live match. Of course he never did enter a 
match as the years went on, but he was 
happy to spend a few dollars more for his 
“option” as it were. Besides, the member- 
ship card made his wallet look a little thicker 
... anda thicker wallet is kind of . . . well, re- 
assuring. This fellow was saying to heck 
with spending $25.00 plus $9.00 ... I’m 
never going to enter a match anyway . ..so 
I'll just subscribe to PS at a cost of $18.00, 
and let it go at that. As a result, the associa- 
tion memberships were dropping off. . .and 
the PS subscriptions were going up ... at 
just about the same rate that the members 
were dropping out. 

While | consider myself to be a farily de- 
cent businessman, | did not say the obvious 
... “Eess not my problem”. Rather | sat 
down and wrote a letter to the two associa- 
tion presidents ... dated mid-January if 
you’re.an historian of such matters. The let- 
ter essentially said ... “Believe it or not, | 
don’t want to see you guys have a problem.

counter-offer through all this, so | guess I'll 
now have to introduce a counter offer my- 
self, if only to get this discussion going. 
Raise your rates from $25.00 to $30.00. 
We'll deep-six the ‘option’ stuff . . . we'll go 
back to the $13.00 price as a starting point 
... | want $2.50 more, per member per 
year, now ... and over a five year period, 
after a one year delay . . . | want 50¢ more 
per member each year. . . ora total of $4.50 
more, over a five year period. I'll sign a con- 
tract with each group, guaranteeing to hold 
to those prices, as set forth, for five years 
. ..No matter how much | expand the maga- 
zine, that’s my problem, the rates are fixed.” 
(As an aside, there are no contracts in exis- 
tence at all right now). 

| thought that | had made a halfway inter- 
esting counter-offer to consider. The 
NBRSA wrote back, and said that they 
wished to start their own magazine and 
were looking for “the right man”. The IBS 
never replied at all. . . | felt that even if they 
had suggested an impossible sex act involv- 
ing only myself ... well, at least it would 
have been a reply.

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Then there was the Benchrest Shooter of 
the Year contest. We tried expanding it . . . 
to give each NBRSA region one “designat- 
ed match”, and the IBS four “designated 
matches”. Bad idea, as | see in retrospect. 
Clubs who did not get a designated match 
started making uphappy noises. | was 
called and told that the contest was “de- 
stroying benchrest”. A club that did not 
have good attendance at a shoot began to 
blame it on the Shooter of the Year contest. 
Finally | asked the NBRSA Board and the 
IBS officers to let me know . . . do you wish 
to go back to a simpler format... the two 
Nationals and the Super Shoot? Of the 
NBRSA directors (who expressed an opin- 
ion). . . allexcept one chose “two Nationals 
and the Super Shoot”. The IBS continued 
their tradition of not replying, although | do 
thank Dennis Collins for his opinion, which 
was intelligent and nicely written. You will 
find a revised Benchrest Shooter of the 
Year announcement elsewhere in this issue. 


While considering all this, and idly won- 
dering what a house on the Fiji Islands 
would cost, my employer (a national insur- 
ance agency chain) offered me a substantial 
amount of money to undertake new respon- 
sibilities and challenges. For those who like 
solid mathematical figures . . . the amountis 
rougly six times what PS, NBRSA and IBS 
combined pay me each month.

Editor’s introduction: Over the past few 
years the PS editor has, from time to time, 
when he was a bit bored, and tired of writ- 
ing, over and over again, the words “the 
winner fired a 6PPC ...” started a cam- 
paign to find a cartridge to beat the PPC. 
The American case, from Federal, was a di- 
rect result of one of these little ventures. 
That particular venture has been handi- 
capped by the apparent development of all 
our reamer manufacturers having gone on 
strike, run off with red headed hat check 
girls, or whatever the heck it is that is hold- 
ing up our long ordered reamers. This was 
all basically intended to keep the editor oc- 
cupied, and out of trouble. So much for that 
theory . . . the principals of G&C Brass (aPS 
advertiser, and distributors of PPC brass) 
felt that | was attacking their child, and sent 
a letter to many of the top U.S. Benchrest 
shooters, asking for a defense of the PPC 
cartridge. 


THE PPC 


The editor first learned of this when one 
(followed by several) of the shooters who re- 
ceived the inquiry from G&C Brass called 
yours truly to relate that apparently | was 
getting under the skin of one of my valued 
advertisers (and two guys who | considered 
to be good friends). 

This was a bit of a surprise to me, and | 
contacted Pete Callan to ask . . . aren’t you 
two guys aware that this is the way | basical- 
lyam...not satisfied with the status quo of 
equipment ... particularly after it has be- 
come entrenched for a number of years? | 
was told that when the .222 was king of the 
hill (1950-1975) there was no such violent, 
vulgar attacks on a small, defenseless piece 
of brass. . . . like the editor was calling down 
on the head of the PPC. In my defense .. . 
notso...|have my failings . . . but! am pret- 
ty constant in their method and direction. In 
the August, 1971 issue of PS, on pages 
#14 and 15 was an article entitled “We 
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Need . . .” by one Dave Brennan. This was 
seventeen years ago, mind you, but yours 
truly was saying at that time such things as 
... “the top twenty in the big matches are 
filled with shooters using the .222 or slight 
variants ... we need a higher velocity .22 
caliber cartridge ... we need a new car- 
tridge for the sporter class, with more veloc- 
ity than the 6x47 ...” Heck, both of these 
“needs” were filled by the advent of the PPC 
family, four years later. In the April 1971 
issue of PS, on page #13, Bruno 
Boroszewski and one David Brennan were 
exchanging letters about the need for an 
“intermediate caliber” ... a bore size that 
was larger than .22, but smaller than .30. 
These references are mainly introduced 
here to establish the fact that yours truly has 
never been acceptive of equipment that 
dominated things for too long (as he saw 
things, anyway). | am one hundred and one 
percent positive that if the .222 Remington 
were to stage an incredible comeback to- 
morrow, and replace the PPC entirely, 
about 1990 | would be tired of the deuce 
(again), and would be running a “Bring Back 
the PPC” campaign in these pages with 
giveaway buttons “Bring Back the PPC”, 
balloons for the kiddies, whatever. Suffice it 
to say that the PPC, in 1988 is THE car- 
tridge, and as | have written in these pages 
before, to recommend any other cartridge 
than a 6PPC to the new shooter today .. . 
borders on the criminal. Well, stupid, if crimi- 
nal is too strong a word. 

Eventually the editor came into posses- 
sion of the various replies that were sent to 
Messrs. Callan and Geraci. | am going to 
publish here some of the highpoints of sev- 
eral of the letters, while trying to avoid repe- 
tition of points made. 

In closing this introduction, | think I'll now 
start anew uproar. . .|'llrunaseries of fiery 
articles about the theory that | am tired of ei- 
ther stainless steel barrels, or rifled barrels 
. .. maybe both. That should be good for a 
few of our barrel makers writing to the 
sport’s successful shooters . . . “The editor 
has lost his mind (again). Please send us a 
letter telling us that you have done your best 
shooting with rifled barrels. When we have 
enough letters assembled, we shall demand 
equal space in PS”. If | can carry this off. . . 
let’s write back to them ... “Dear Mr. 

, 10 tell you the truth, | really am 
not convinced that rifled barrels are the way 
to go in benchrest. Hence | cannot comply 
with your request. | think that Brennan is 
quite right here. | have 15 of your barrels. 
How much would you charge me to drill the 
rifling out of each of them?” Could be fun.

I certainly hope that you don’t for one sec- 
ond think that I’m not an experimenter or 
wildcatter because of my interest in the 
PPC. Matter of fact | think I’m the first one to 
make a mild change in the PPC. — 40° 
shoulder — did real well with it and | still 
have the reamer. You’re welcome to it if you 
would like to cut a chamber. Also, my crow 
gunis a .240 super varminter and | still make 
my few deer hunts a year with the 7 X 57 
Ackley Imp. 

| had no idea that the medication that | 
take to keep me alive would effect my com- 
petitive shooting like it does. However, | still 
like to experiment, go to the matches, visit 
and just be around the people that | think so 
much of. 

Over the past several months the 
benchrest sport has been accused of not 
moving on. I’m not sure this is a fact. Look- 
ing back at PS over the past several years | 
count no less than thirty experimental car- 
tridges that have made a go at it in 
benchrest shooting. 

The simple truth is that no one has ap- 
proached it scientifically. Proof of the matter 
is that all of the equipment and components 
have improved vastly with the exception of 
the brass cartridge case, although the rifle- 
scope can stand some upgrading. This is a 
world of realism and the “MICKEY 
MOUSE” ways of yesteryear will not and 
can not suffice. | don’t have to go into detail 
with you because you already know. Until 
now, no one has factually been involved 
with the laboratory analysis such as 
Palmisano, Pawlak and Franzen. Of course 
Pindell was an asset to the jewelry like ma- 
chining involved. It’s sad that our U.S. 
companys have no interest in the better- 
ment of all shooting sports. Federal has 
made some effort but as of now they are still 
lacking. No doubt about it, if the REDS took 
to bench shooting we would be in second 
place in a short period of time.

LOUIS LANGLINAIS 


| can remember starting this game with a 
6x47. As a new shooter, | really learned a 
lot. | learned that when | lost a shot, | could- 
n’t be certain if it was my fault, the guns fault 
or if it was the condition. | only knew that | 
had shot a big group. Learning under those 
circumstances was frustrating. Today, a 
new shooter begins with good equipment, 
and even if his gun isn’t tuned to its best, he 
can tell when he’s pulled the trigger at the 
wrong time. He can concentrate on learning 
how to win instead of fiddling with his equip- 
ment and cases. 

The reason | shoot the PPC is, Its simplici- 
ty. It’s one less thing to worry about. | have 
not changed my load since 1982 in four bar- 
rels. What could be simpler than that? And 
as for cull rate, how about zero. My case se- 
lection process consist of reaching into the 
bag for twelve cases, turning the necks, fire 
forming once, de-burring the flash hole, then 
shooting them in a match. | have proven to 
myself that weighing, checking wall thick- 
ness, and head squarness is a waste of 
time. The only criticism that | might have of 
the brass is that the temper seems to vary 
between lots, but | don’t think that this is 
very important. | even save my used cases 
as insurance against the day that brass may 
not be available. An old good case has to 
shoot better than a new bad one. 

Among my many sins, | shoot hunter rifle, 
and to make matters worse, | shoot a six. | 
have to wildcat. | have no choice and it isn’t 
fun. | would rather be shooting than case 
forming. When | use American brass, my 
cull rate is four times that of European 
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brass. American brass just will not cut it. 
That’s why I’ll shoot the PPC with old brass 
until the day | die. Somebody will have to 
prove that there is something better before | 
change. The case capacity of the PPC is 
just about right, so any new case will be the 
PPC in a different package. But there will al- 
ways be the problems of good brass and 
case forming. American manufacturers are 
just not willing to do it right. 

First there was the Wasp and then it was 
the Deuce and now it’s the PPC. Maybe 
there is a super round waiting to be discov- 
ered. | hope that by then, | am a “known 
shooter” so | can give it a hard time.

As to your letter @ PPC brass, | will give you 
my thoughts. As you know, | like the 222-35 
made on the 222 Rem. case also, so what | 
am about to say should not be taken as anti- 
PPC, anti-222, or ANTI-ANYTHING! | can 
and do get over 3500 F.P.S. with the 222-35 
with a hot lot of 335 powder (844) and have 
no problem getting that with a full length 22 
PPC or Waldog. | had good luck with the 
6X47 (222 Rem. Mag.) but it took a case full 
of R1-#7 or H-322 to make it shoot. The 
problem then, and the problem now, with 
the 222 Rem. brass is to find good brass. 

In my opinion, PPC brass is the standard 
by which all other brass is measured! Until 
the PPC entered the shooting circles in 
about 1976, we didn’t know how good 
brass could really be! | have measured 
many cases at the head for concentricity 
and wall thickness, and nothing can com- 
pare to the uniformness of the PPC case. 
Some will argue that this is not important, 
and they might be right, but it sure can’t 
hurt! | have all but quit measuring PPC’s, as 
they never get over .003” variance in wall 
thickness, and | can’t tell the difference be- 
tween .003” and .000” on the target. With 
the Rem. 222’s, | have had cases check up 
to .015” wall thickness variation at the 
head, and they will show up as bad cases 
when you shoot them. Before we knew 
what to look for, the only way to get “match 
cases” was to shoot them and discard the 
brass that gave you wild shots on your tar- 
get. (Not a very good way to doit.) After 4 or 
5 firings, you came to trust the rest of your 
brass as good. 

With the PPC case, it’s just hard to find a 
bad case. This is one less variable you have 
to worry about if your rifle won’t shoot or 
quits shooting. 
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For those that have not shot the 6X47, 
there is a noticeable difference in the way 
the rifle recoils, which | believe is due to the 
pressure curve. This, in itself, seems to 
make the 6PPC easier to shoot. 

Now this is not to say the PPC case does- 
n't have its problems too. With a hot load, 
you have to full length size your brass more 
often than with a 222 or 6X47. | have never 
full length sized a 222-35 or 6X47! The prim- 
er pockets will open up and the spent primer 
will fall out before the case gets tight. | be- 
lieve this has to do with the hardness of the 
brass, so maybe we can get harder brass 
someday. 

As far as a new shooter choosing the 
PPC, | don’t know how he or she could go 
wrong. The quality of the brass is excellent, 
they wouldn’t need expensive tools to 
check it with, and while there are other car- 
tridges they could chamber for that will 
shoot just as well, | don’t believe any at this 
time will shoot any better. 

| would like to take this opportunity to ad- 
dress those that condemn the sport as get- 
ting stagnant. (PPC @ 28 grs. 322) The 
great majority of the shooters, including my- 
self, like to shoot, not necessarily experi- 
ment. Don’t misunderstand, | am all for look- 
ing for a “better way”, but there seems to 
me to be many better ways to spend ones 
time than trying to reinvent the wheel. There 
are stocks, scopes, triggers, etc. to work on 
that are no where near the level of perfec- 
tion that the PPC case has reached, so why 
spend your efforts on the case? Most of us 
will spend good money for a stock that 
weighs 8 ozs., or a reliable trigger with a 1/2 
0z. pull, or a 36X scope that is clearer than 
anything we have ever seen, or a barrel that 
will shoot .050” for 5000 rounds! 

Somewhere in every controversy, you get 
to the “Bottom Line”, and as | see it, “you 
pay your money and take your choice” — 
and the PPC, no matter what else you like, 
has to rank right up there with the BEST!

| appreciate the chance to make a com- 
ment on the PPC brass. As you know | have 
been a PPC shooter for quite a few years 
now, both .22 and 6MM. Like quite a few of 
the older benchrest shooters | started out 
with the .222 family of cases and on through 
the .308 phase. After many years of work- 
ing with these cases | was glad to see the 
PPC case come along. | have found the PPC 
case very easy to work with. It has an accu- 
racy potential unlimited, in both .22 and 
6MM. This will be a great help to a new 
shooter just getting started. 

| feel in years to come that new cartridges 
willno doubt come along. | feel they will have 
to have something extra to out perform the 
PPC’s for benchrest type shooting.

Thanks for including me as one of the 
best Benchrest shooters in the country; you 
made my day! 

| have read the articles and letters in Pre- 
cision Shooting Magazine and | did not get 
the feeling that they were negative about 
the P.P.C. but | may have missed some- 
thing. | got the feeling that they are trying to 
promote some experimentation among 
Benchrest people to get out and try some- 
thing different. 

| got the feeling that there are two types of 
competitors; those who buy a rifle, take it to 
a match, clean it and put it away. The other 
type will turn rims off cases, change shoul- 
der angles, change primer size, etc., etc. | 
must admit that | belong to the group who 
do nothing but go to the matches. | don’t 
have the time or the facilities to experiment 
with anything. 

When | started in Benchrest my gun- 
smith, Seely told me to use 29¥2 grains of 
Norma and Allies’ 68 grain boat tail bullets. 
The combination worked. 

When | get a new batch of brass | take 
about 10 or 15 cases and weigh them. If 
they are fairly close | use them as is. If they 
are really different | try to sort them out. | do 
not check wall thickness or any thing else as 
| understand some do. So far | have not no- 
ticed any difference between the new brass 
and previous lots. | used new brass at the 
Super Shoot as well as the I.B.S. Nationals. 
No Complaints. 

| don’t think any new shooter is going to 
invest a lot of money in an experimental or 
unproven cartridge. When a new or pro- 
spective competitor asks me which gun- 
smith is the best or which action to use or 
which cartridge | tell him to look at the equip- 
ment list from the Super Shoot or the Na- 
tionals. What better recommendation is 
there? 

In my opinion the P.P.C. has a lot more 
potential than we think. The people who 
shoot inside warehouses and through tun- 
nels shot groups smaller than you usuaily 
see at a match. That tells me that we need 
to dope conditions better. | think that most 
of the Benchrest rifles at a match are capa- 
ble of shooting much smaller groups than 
we are able to shoot. There will always be 
exceptions to this but it is not the fault of the 
component parts. 

| think experimentation is healthy and | 
would always encourage it. Let’s not forget 
that we would not have the P.P.C. if it were 
not for the time and efforts of Lou Palmisano 
and Ferris Pindell. Dave Brennan has spent 
alot of time and money on experimental car- 
tridges and as editor of Precision Shooting 
Magazine | think this is exemplary. Some 
day he may find the Golden Grail. How 
about that for the name of a wildcat car- 
tridge?

Due to the dedicated work of Ferris 
Pindell and Dr. Lou Palmisano, the 
benchrest shooters probably have the most 
accurate and least fickle cartridge ever in- 
troduced to the clan known as the “stool 
shooters”. 

First, | believe the excellent quality of the 
virgin 22 Russian brass speaks for itself. If 
you’re a follower of the benchrest clan 
you've noticed they eventually take a basic 
cartridge and form it into every conceivable 
conformation you can think of and a couple 
you didn’t believe possible. It doesn’t seem 
to matter what the experimenter does to 
this case, it is easy to tune and usually very 
competitive in the hands of a experienced 
shooter. 

| believe it’s a proven fact the PPC case is 
the easiest to prepare for competitive 
shooting. I’ve noticed new shooters getting 
started in the benchrest game today usually 
become competitive a lot quicker than they 
did 15 years ago. | contribute this to the ex- 
cellent brass, ease of making cases, and the 
cartridge’s ability to digest almost any 
brand of bullet or powder. 

All shooters have their own method of se- 
lecting cases. | convinced myself along time 
ago it’s a waste of time weighing PPC cases

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and sorting them into lots. But if you person- 
ally believe it helps you, by all means doit. A 
big part of this shooting game is in “the 
mind” anyway. 

| usually take 20 cases out of the box, 
lube the necks, and run them through a full- 
length 6PPC die. Next! turn the necks to the 
proper wall-thickness with a Pindell neck- 
turning tool. Then | remove the lube from the 
cases, chamfer the mouth of the cas both in- 
side and out. Seat a primer, reduce the pow- 
der charge appx. 20%, and seat the bullet to 
touch the lands. “Bang”. Trim the cases to 
1.495 in length and you’re ready to go. 
Probably you can fire form 100 cases and 
not lose a single one. 

While testing the rifle in excellent condi- 
tions, if a shot goes out of the group set it 
aside. If this happens a couple of times with 
the same piece of brass, don’t use it ina 
match. 

I’ve heard rumors that a few of the shoot- 
ers have been criticizing the cost of the PPC 
case @ 50¢ each. | just can’t understand 
why a shooter would complain about 
spending $50.00 to purchase 100 PPC 
cases, which will in all probability wear out 
the barrel, when he has usually invested 
$5,000.00 or more in rifles and other shoot- 
ing related items. Then spends big bucks for 
car expenses, motel rooms, and other ex- 
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try. 

One option you can consider is to buy the 
30 American basic case @ appx. 43¢ in- 
cluding shipping (100 minimum order). Then 
you can spend $150.00 for form dies so you 
can start experimenting. | like to play with 
new cartridges myself. I’ve already bought 
some 30 American cases. It’s very costly for 
a shooter without a lathe or shop equipment 
to do extensive experimenting with a true 
wildcat cartridge such as the 30 Ameri- 
can. 

| realize benchrest shooters are at the top 
of the field in experimenting with new car- 
tridges. This is the main reason the shooting 
game has progressed over the years to 
where it is today. The benchrest shooters 
have done more to help develop new car- 
tridges than the major gun manufacturers. 

No doubt aboutit, someday there willbe a 
new cartridge that will make the PPC take 
the back seat but today, my hat is off to the 
PPC cartridge. It’s definitely proven itself to 
be #1 in the benchrest shooting game ever 
since it came upon the scene. 

We definitely owe a great deal of respect 
to Ferris and Lou for all the time and money 
spent out of their pockets to develop this 
cartridge that has been rewriting many re- 
cords in recent years.

Received your letter about the PPC brass 
and | was quite surprised to hear that there 
are any negative opinions about it. | think 
the record speaks for itself as the cartridge 
from the beginning has been relatively easy 
to make perform properly. | personally re- 
cently shot a .260” 200 yd. 10 shot aggre- 
gate with some new 6MMPPC brass, and 
this performance was more than enough to 
convince me that there is no problem with 
the new brass. This is not to say that there 
are not other cartridges that will shoot as 
well as the PPC. However, it is my personal 
opinion that for a new or experienced shoot- 
er, you cannot go wrong using the PPC. 

The above opinions are in no way intend- 
ed as an endorsement for this product as, in 
my position, | cannot and will not take sides 
in an argument of this nature. | am simply 
stating my experience with the 6MMPPC 
brass. 


DAN LILJA 


Like a lot of shooters, | started my com- 
petitive benchrest shooting with a Reming- 
ton 40X 222 complete with 2” Unerti scope. 
Soon afterward | bought a 40X 6 X 47. 
Shooting in local matches, | could be com- 
petitive — at that time, anyway (the mid 
1970's). 

Sometime later, | got a 6PPC barrel for 
my sporter and didn’t like it. | went back toa 
6 X 47. That barrel was replaced with anoth- 
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er 6PPC, though, as | came to realize that to 
be competitive | needed a PPC, and | have 
been shooting them since. Naturally since | 
began to make barrels, | have shot a lot 
more barrels and have found it easy to get 
the 6PPC to shoot, with little tuning. 

| have found the 220 Russian brass to be 
very uniform. | turn my case necks twice and 
deburr the flashhole. Today that is the ex- 
tent of my preparation. Unless | find a neck 
that will not clean up during turning, which is 
very rare, | use them all. | used to sort the 
brass by weight in addition to the above, 
and usually found one case out of twenty 
that was a slight amount above or below the 
average. | have given this up now, though, 
as | can’t prove to myself it makes a differ- 
ence. Incidentally, | gave up weighing cases 
about the same time | gave up spinning bul- 
lets, and for the same reason. 

In summation, | have found that the 220 
Russian brass is of such quality and uni- 
formity that sorting is unnecessary. 

In addition to shooting the 6 PPC, | have 
shot other cartridges based on the 220 Rus- 
sian brass. One that | particularly like is the 
22 Hex. This cartridge was developed by 
Tom Hexum and is the basic 220 Russian 
case with a 35° shoulder. Tom and | have 
experimented with a few different lengths, 
settling on a .030” shortened version, which 
may be insignificant. Tom used this round to 
win the 1987 NBRSA Nationals HV 100 
yard aggregate. The round has perforated 
well for me also. 

Another case Tom and! have shotis the 6 
Hex. Itis the same as the 22 Hex but necked 
up to 6MM and full length. With 62 GR bul- 
lets, it is a real pleasure to shoot in a 10% 
pound rifle. At a reduced velocity, though, it 
lacks the wind-bucking ability of a 6PPC 
shot hot. The 6 Hex taught me something 
about twist. | chambered a 20” 14 twist bar- 
rel for the 6 Hex. With 62 or 64.3 gr. flat base 
short jacket bullets made in Rorschach dies 
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(SZ NOW AVAILABLE 
DIRECT FROM SHILEN

and a load of T322 or IMR4198, the rifle was 
very accurate, having shot practice aggs in 
the high ones. Changing to 68 grain bullets, 
though, was another story. Velocity was 
2900-plus, and groups were high two’s at 
best, with more 3’s than 2’s, and no short- 
age of 4’s and 5’s and 6’s. The problem was 
twist. At that velocity a 68 gr. bullet and a 14 
twist didn’t work. With a very hot load anda 
hot day, that combination would work, 
though marginal at best. 

| have also had good results with Dan 
Dowling’s 22 Waldog, 1/8” short. Enough 
shooters have shot the Waldog to a high de- 
gree of success, like Bill Pond, that its re- 
cord, like the 6PPC, needs no defense. | do 
think, though, that a 14 twist is the way to go 
in a 22 caliber with 52 gr. bullets, unless ve- 
locity is close to 3500 FPS; then maybe a15 
twist, but | see no advantage to a 15. 

Another round | have shot (and it looks to 
have real promise) is Lee Andrews’ 240 
Hawk. This case is basically a 6PPC with a 
double-radiused shoulder. Lee has experi- 
mented with several lengths and has now 
standardized on a length that headspaces 
ona PPC gauge but has a bit more capacity 
because of the sharper shoulder. Lee has 
had very good success with the 240 Hawk, 
having placed high in quite a few big tourna- 
ments. One of its first big matches was the 
1986 Super Shoot, where Lee placed sec- 
ond in the HV grand. Lee also shot two ‘teen 
100 yard aggs at this year’s NBRSA nation- 
als. | have one 240 Hawk and plan on cham- 
bering at least one more for myself this win- 
ter. 

| have only shot two 22PPC’s. One of 
them shot very well and the other was com- 
petitive but not in fast company. 

When | go to a match, especially a big 
match, I’m there to compete. To win, your 
equipment has to be competitive. That is 
the reason | shoot the 6PPC and its varia- 
tions.

| am writing in reference to a rash of arti- 
cles and letters that were published in PS 
lately that were apparently aimed at de- 
grading the PPC cartridge. 

(Editor: to defend my writers ... | have 
never published an article aimed at “degrad- 
ing the PPC”. As a matter of fact . . . | have 
never SEEN such an article ... let along 
print it). 

The case neck thickness for selection of 
match cases written by Bill Schroer and 
published in the July 1987 issue was unfair 
to say the least. He stated that he used a 
Mitotoyo “tubing” micrometer for this test. 
He admittedly did not resize the necks of the 
PPC cases to make them round and true. 
He did not chamfer and deburr the case 
mouths, yet he went through these pro- 
cesses with the .222 cases. No wonder he 
got so many bad readings on the PPC 
cases. | have new PPC cases in front of me 
now and ail the cases have burrs at the 
mouth and dents in the necks. How could 
you get accurate reading of neck thickness 
especially with a tubing micrometer? The 
tubing micrometer has a cylindrical straight 
shaft that extends into the neck that covers 
more area in the neck to get a reading from. 
The “ball” micrometer has a round ball at 
the end of the shaft and the readings will be 
at the point where the ball contacts only. 
The ball micrometer will give more accurate 
readings of the case necks than the tubing 
micrometer. 

In any case all of the cases should have 
been run through a sizing die to make them 
round and true and the necks chamfered 
and deburred. Then it would have been a 
true test. 

Many shooters select cases by measur- 
ing the neck thickness to determine a thin 
side and thick side with the assumption that 
the case wall will have the same difference 
in thickness all the way down. This may or 
may not be true but | haven’t heard of any- 
one cutting some cases in half lengthwise 
and verifying that the walls would have the 
same relative thickness as found in the 
neck. | intend to do this in the future. 

In the past | have never selected cases on

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the basis of wall thickness. | am not saying 
that it is not the way to go. | didn’t have the 
facilities to check them that way until about 
a year ago when Dr. Palmisano came over 
to my house. He gave me some new PPC 
case with USA headstamp and had two 
case wall thickness testers with him. One 
was made by Creighton Audette that had a 
long shaft that inserted into the case. Read- 
ings could be taken at any part of the case 
wall just like a ball micrometer at the 
neck. 

The other was an electronic internal con- 
centricity comparator sold by Accuracy Den 
(a P/S advertiser). He used one to check 
against the other to be sure his readings 
were correct. He did some of the cases for 
me on the electronic comparator to show 
me how it worked. He left this unit with me 
about six months later and | finished the rest 
of the cases. When he was doing them, he 
selected 13 cases that were under .0002 
and 20 cases that were .0002 to .0004. 

When | selected them later, | put them in 
two categories only. In one batch there 
were .0002 or under and anything over that 
was in another batch. | counted these two 
batches and there were 76 cases under 
.0002 and 64 cases that were over that. | 
don’t remember how far over the bad cases 
were. | only had the oomparator for a short 
period of time about six months ago and re- 
turned it to him shortly thereafter. This was 
my first attempt at selecting cases by wall 
dimensions. 

If | used the comparator correctly that is a 
big difference in the amount of good cases 
or else | had an exceptionally good lot of 
cases. As | said before, | previously selected 
cases by weighing them only without re- 


gards to wall thickness. From there on the 
cases that shot together stayed together. 

Although | had many small groups and 
won many matches with calibers other than 
the PPC, | never shot any small aggregates 
with them. The best 100 yard aggregate for 
the 6BR was a flat .2400 and the best for the 
.308 was a .2495. The 6 x 47 was very simi- 
lar. | could win when it was windy but no real 
small aggregates. 

Since | switched to the PPC. | have four 
IBS records including the 100 yard H.V. ag- 
gregate of .1728 shot in August 1984. | have 
shot at least seven aggregates in the teens 
with the PPC. The other guns were glued 
into fibreglass stocks the same as the PPC 
yet | could not equal the performance of the 
PPC with those calibers. | used the same 
components in all of these guns. 

My son-in-law Jeff Spezio shot a group 
that measured .085.in a secondary gun of 
mine that was a 6 BR and rechambered to 
6PPC. He shot it in a steady wind condition 
with no wind flags out. | sized these five 
cases to fit my heavy varmint gun and not 
long after that | had two aggregates in the 
teens with these cases in our winter league 
and eventually the .1728 100 yard aggre- 
gate record in August 1984. After the 200 
yard heavy varmint stage whioh | also won, | 
started to use the same five cases in my 
light varmint gun at 200 yards. In the first 
two matches, | had fifth shot fliers that were 
unaccountable in good conditions. | 
switched to other cases and later found out 
that a split neck on the case was the cause 
of the fliers. After many firings, | finally re- 
tired all of them as | couldn’t be sure that the 
others would not split.

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| was lucky that didn’t happen when | shot 
the record the day before. 

When I have a good thing going, | am very 
reluctant to change things. That is why | 
kept using the old cases as long as they 
would shoot good. The cases that Dr. 
Palmisano selected by wall thickness had 
the heads ground to true them up. This left 
the primers protruding slightly. | didn’t like 
the thoughts of the possibility of a loaded 
round with unlocked bolt going off. My 
friend Ed Larsen loaned me a tool to true up 
the primer pockets. At the Super Shoot, | 
reamed the pockets enough to let the prim- 
ers seat flush without protruding. The gun 
shot well before the match and | used these 
cases in the Sporter class. | was trying to 
beat a coming change in conditions with the 
fifth shot of the fourth record match. | made 
a .404 group out of a .183 that was there 
with the first four shots. | did almost the 
same thing in the fifth record match. The 
first four shots measured 196 and the fifth 
shot opened the group to a 393. This time | 
got caught with the wind. It certainly wasn’t 
the case’s fault. Those two shots cost an 
aggregate that would have been .1874 and 
the win at 100 yards in Sporter. 

The PPC cartridge has proven itself time 
and again. | can’t see why people keep try- 
ing to downgrade it. Did anyone ever down- 
grade the 222 when it was in its heyday? 
Let’s give Dr. Palmisano and Ferris Pindell a 
little credit for the time and effort and the 
money he spent in developing the cartridge. 
Has any other wild catter spent the money 
to have the cartridge pressure tested in dif- 
ferent loads to know the safety limits of the 
cartridge?

| have a copy of a list of IBS records shot 
from 1975 to and including 1985 compiled 
by Jim Borden (past president of IBS). Dur- 
ing this period there were 179 IBS records 
shot. There were 149 records broken by the 
PPC almost all of them with the 6MM ver- 
sion. Beside this there were twelve records 
where caliber was not identified. The last re- 
cord shot with a .222 on this list was August 
10, 1980. From that point on to August 31, 
1985, all of the records were with the 6 PPC 
except for five unidentified calibers in 1981 
and 1982. 

This list does not include records shot in 
1986 and 1987. Now what about the 
NBRSA? Their records do not show in this 
list. 

| was at the IBS 200-300 yad Nationals 
this past June. The previous records were 
bettered 34 times at that match with PPC 
and | don’t mean cheap records.

At least 
not until benchrest matches are held on the 
moon where there is no wind and very little 
gravity. 

| will leave the wild catting to others and 
go with the flow.

| have been asked to comment on the 
6PPC cartridge and the general quality of 
the brass. Before doing so, it might be use- 
ful to expand on my shooting background, 
allowing the reader to consider the credibili- 
ty of the source. 

As an Army small bore and highpower 
shooter, | was introduced to benchrest 
shooting in 1969 by Allan Hall in a gun trad- 
ing session. | had been handloading since | 
was 14, but had never been exposed to 
bench shooting. He dragged me to the 
range to convince me that this odd shaped 
and cumbersome gun was more accurate 
than my varmint rifles, and, would, indeed 
shoot one hole groups. The old Hart 222.5 
(Serial #1) had over 6,000 rounds through 
the Shilen barrel and was on its 3rd 
rechambering. My first group was a .156”. | 
still have that group and suprisingly, still 
own the gun. Since that time, | have owned 
over 100 benchrest rifles, and have been 
fortunate to win a few state, regional and 
national matches. However, during the 
practice session prior to my first registered 
match, | learned a valuable lesson concern- 
ing brass. An experienced shooter ob- 
served me throwing away a piece of brass 
and asked me what | was doing. | explained 
that the discarded case must have been 
bad, because it did not go into the group. 
After he got up off the ground from laughing, 
he explained that if | continued to discard 
“pad” brass, | would not have enough cases 
remaining to complete the match the next 
day. It seems that there was a lot going on 
between the muzzle and the target in the 
wind and mirage at Midland, Texas, and not 
necessarily the brass. | was very lucky in 
winning that first match and was hooked on 
benchrest shooting for life. 

Over the last ten years | have prepared 
and fired over 700 different pieces of 6PPC 
brass in approximately 20 different 
benchrest rifles, many with multiple barrels, 
chambered for the 6PPC. | can count on one 
hand the number of culls that | encountered 
during this time. After winning back-to-back 
Sporter and Light Varmint 200 yard Nation- 
al Championships in 1976 with a hot 6X47 
built by Jack Dever, it was difficult to adopt 
this new cartridge. But! was impressed with 
the ease in which the 6PPC can be made to 
shoot small groups and more important 
small aggs, especially at 100 yards. In that 
time frame, no one in our area would have 
thought of shooting a 6mm caliber in the 
Heavy Varmint Class, only in the sporter as 
dictated by the rules. But now the .22 cali- 
ber is the exception, due to the dominance 
of the PPC. Simply looking at the record 
book or the shoot results from major match- 
es confirms the sucess of the PPC. 

The accuracy of the PPC is due in part to 
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its consistency. | recently did some powder 
tests involving Hodgdens GI-H322 and 
three of my PPC bench guns. All three guns 
produced 5 shot strings with extreme veloc- 
ity spreads of 10 feet per second or less on 
several occasions. The PPC is the most 
consistent cartridge with which | have had 
the pleasure to work. | am very meticulous in 
preparing my brass, especially in the uni- 
formity of the neck. However, | do not weigh 
the brass or check wall thickness of the 
body of the case. | assure myself that they 
will all group in the same hole and then | do 
not worry about it. My bench technique in- 
volves an MTM box with five cases on the 
far left (varmint class), ten in the two middle 
rows, and five cases on the far right. | throw 
record rounds in the top of the open box and 
sighters are laid on the right side of the row 
of ten, sol know how many record shots are 
down range. | do not have to worry about 
segregating cases into sighters and record 
rounds since the PPC brass is so reliable. 

With the custom actions, barrels, bullets, 
and outstanding gunsmiths of today, anew 
shooter can be assured that his PPC cham- 
bered bench rifle, if properly prepared and 
shot, will group in the “ones” consistently at 
100 yards. The bottom line is that | would 
not compete with anything but the best and 
the PPC is a proven winner. If it ain't broke 
don’t fix it! 


DENNIS THORNBURY 


Why | use the PPC. The two main rea- 
sons are: it works and it wins. 

The quality of the brass is very good. | 
take it right from the box or bag, expand the 
necks, turn the necks, and shoot them. It 
doesn’t take 3 or 4 hours to make new 
cases like some of the wildcats. | hardly ever 
toss a case because of lack of good quality. 
With the loads that | shoot (27.7-28 gr of 
H322) | don’t have primer pocket problems 
either. 

| will experiment with different cases but 
until | can prove to myself that they shoot as 
good or better for me | will shoot the PPC in 
competition. 

Right now if a prospective new shooter 
comes to me wanting to know what to build 
for his first bench rest rifle, | will give him a 
couple of choices of actions, barrels, and 
other parts for a sporter rifle, but when it 
comes to case and caliber as far as | am 
concerned there is only one choice — 6mm 
PPC. | think with new shooters you have to 
tell them the 6mm PPC because as they say 
it is easy to make shoot, and the sooner a 
new shooter can become competitive the 
more likely he will stay in the game.

| am happy to express my personal and 
honest opinion on the PPC cartridge. You 
may quote this letter or allow Dave Brennan 
to reprint anything from it that you feel is ap- 
propriate. 

| have shot the PPC case exclusively for 9 
years now, which represents about 45,000 
rounds through my guns. This includes the 
6PPC, 22PPC, 6PPC Improved?, 22 
Waldog in several case lengths. | have 
never had a premature case failure caused 
by abad piece of brass. | usually shoot each 
case from 100 to 150 firings before | retire 
them. They will finally wear out in the primer 
pocket or the neck will split from work hard- 
ening. i haven’t culled a case in 3 or 4 years 
and | have only culled 5 or 6 cases altogeth- 
er. Half of them probably didn’t deserve cull- 
ing. My experience has been that if the 
cases are perfectly prepared then there just 
aren't going to be culls, except very rarely. 

PPC cases are not inexpensive, but when 
you consider the high quality and the lon- 
gevity of each case and the idea of not hav- 
ing to make new cases very often, | feel the 
PPC case is one of the best bargains we get 
in shooting. 

The PPC got to be “King of the Hill” quite 
simply because it is better than anything 
else around. There is no other case that is 
as forgiving as to bullet weight, seating 
depths, or powder selection, (335, 322, 
4198, 4895, 201, 748, BLC1, REL7, BLC2, 
4320, and probably others | overlooked). 
The PPC is the most consistently accurate 
cartridge today. | know the .222 family and 
the BR family of cartridges will occasionally 
win some matches, but they have not won 
on a regular basis like the PPC. Some of our 
best shooters can win with the BR’s and 
.222 class of cartridges but they also win 
with PPC’s. 

| am really not trying to defend the PPC, | 
don’t think it needs much defense. In fact | 
would be delighted if everyone else in the 
country would quit shooting it. | like the idea 
of someone trying to develop a cartridge to 
beat the PPC and | hope they can do it, just 
for the sake of improved accuracy. | think 
those trying it should be some of the most 
dedicated, accuracy-minded, competition- 
proven shooters we have. 

| don’t really think they should be trying to

recruit others to help them in their endeavor, 
unless those others are also top level shoot- 
ers. | don’t think this is an area that a new 
shooter should be involved in until he has 
proven to himself that he can compete on an 
equal basis with other top level shooters. It 
seems like this is an area that is wide open 
for disappointment, and I’m not too sure 
that anew shooter should expose himself to 
such a high degree of risk of failure. | don’t 
think this type of challenge should be pre- 
sented to new shooters, or less than suc- 
cessful shooters as a noble goal to be 
achieved. | think that until anew shooter has 
developed far enough that he can beat the 
PPC witha PPC, itis really detrimental to his 
improvement and development to try to 
beat it with something other than a PPC until 
something else has already been proven. | 
think that when a new shooter comes into 
the ranks the normal process is to gather 
match reports and data sheets and study 
them to determine what the winners are 
using, and try to copy this as closely as pos- 
sible until he too is capable of winning. | think 
that only when a person is at a level that he 
can win matches should they feel like some- 
one should come into the ranks and be chal- 
lenged to take off on a tangent trying to 
open new ground until they are sure of 
themselves, or else are willing to experi- 
ment and muddle along with repeated fail- 
ures and not be discouraged because of 
this. 

| am afraid that is what might happen with 
the tremendous amount of coverage in the 
magazine. It would appear that this is a 
broad scale project from the top shooters all 
over the country, when in fact it is a small 
scale project from a few experimenters. | 
think we should keep in perspective that this 
is still a highly experimental project and is 
not really ready for the promotion and mar- 
keting that seems to be occuring. | think a 
far better representation of the merits of the 
PPC would be to send a survey of anybody 
that won a match in the last 2 or 3 years and 
ask their opinion of the PPC. The results 
would make you wonder why we don’t build 
a shrine to the PPC, rather than bad mouth 
the little rascal.

First, thank you for your letter of August 
24, 1987. 

Next, my sincere thanks to Doc 
Palmisano for his development of the PPC 
cartridge and his effort to keep us in supply. 
There have been times when supply was 
uncertain and at least one lot of 220 Rus- 
sian cases were not of the best quality. 

When the PPC hit the line | was quite new 
to Bench Rest, having attended Super 
Shoot Il at Council Cup. Super Shoot Ill was 
in Texas, so did not make that. Super Shoot 
IV was at Kelbly’s where, as my memory 
serves me, | did not show. Up to this time | 
shot a .222 Rem. H.V. and placed well in a 
few matches — no wins. 

| went to Super Shoot V with my first 6 
PPC and won the L.V. Class. | had fired just 
100 rounds through it. When Myles Hollister 
asked how it was shooting and what load, | 
said | was getting a lot of vertical with 
H4895, but a few loads with Norma 201 
shot better. Well you know Myles and how 
he operates. He kept my powder measure 
full of it for the rest of the match. | believe 
that every Bench Rest shooter who knows 
Myles owes him something. Super Shoot V 
and the 6 PPC will always be first place in my 
memory. 

Another pleasant memory is of a match | 
lost — to “Red” Cornelison at the NBRSA 
Nationals. He was shooting a 223/40 on a 
bench to my left. Now that’s rubbin’ it in a lit- 
tle but it does carry a message: That the 
PPC can be beaten with another cartridge, 
in the hands of the right shooter and under 
the right conditions. I'll bet “RED” took 
some real pride in beating the #1 cartridge 
too. | have won a few matches since, all with 
the 6 PPC and I’m still trying. 

God Bless Doc Palmisano for the PPC 
and his efforts to keep it going.

and I’m sure we are all ahead of him in fun 
and pleasure derived from it. 

It has been a sore spot with many of us 
that we could not get a U.S. manufacturer 
to make the cases here. When Federal 
dropped plans for it, that seemed to be the 
last hope. 

How much longer will we have the PPC 
case inits present form? The next shipment 
will be formed with 2 grains less capacity, 
according to latest reports. This will be 
questionable as far as improvement goes 
and will require a load testing and possibly 
chamber alterations. | will not pretend to un- 
derstand why this was done. | have a 
“Motto” that goes like this: “If it works don’t 
fiddle with it”. Cleaned that one up, didn’t I? 
Even Dave can’t improve on that! 

What I’m trying to say is that this is the 
reason for the search for a domestic, com- 
petitive cartridge to at least equal the 
PPC. 

Benchresters are special type of people 
made up of experimenters, “Wildcatters” 
and “do it yourselfers” and gunsmiths, so it 
is only natural for us to continue trying to im- 
prove. That’s the name of the game and has 
been ever since the Organization of 
Benchrest. 

| certainly will never knock the PPC or the 
people who shoot it to win. Winning is also 
part of the game and the PPC makes it easi- 
er. However, if another cartridge can show 
that it has merit and is worthy of considera- 
tion, | would not hesitate to try it. 

Without the experimenters (Wildcatters) 
who kept trying to improve the accuracy 
there would be no benchrest today. 

At this place in time the PPC is the best. 
The brass is the best and easiest to form 
and make into a competitive round, but who 
can foretell what the future may hold? 
Maybe some type of a gas propellant to re- 
place our dirty old gun powder?? 

P.S. | don’t think we should consider the 
attempt to promote other calibers and 
cases as Anti-PPC. It will take a lot of talk to 
discredit the PPC. However, | have two 
6SM Wasp’s on the line now and will possi- 
ble be shooting one myself, time permitting. 


Editor: We'll have a few more letters on 
the subject next month, then we'll put the 
matter to rest. I'll try to think of something 
new to stir up in the meantime, ! promise. 
Maybe a violent attack on jacketed bullets

Dear Dave: 

Since sending in that last packet of lead 
bullet info and photos the old brain has really 
been puzzled just how important and effec- 
tive the hydraulic action of the lube in the 
grease grooves really is. 

We had just shown with a suitably soft 
bullet that the grease gun action is really 
there and in fact is keeping the grease 
groove from being pinched shut by the pow- 
der gas pressure. 

Using fixed ammo in revolvers and rifles 
there is all kinds of twisting, squirreling and 
bending action getting the bullet from case 
to barrel proper. We have already proven 
and shown in previous articles on recovered 
wads that many loads start the bullet out 
rather violently and unevenly, pushing on 
one side of the bullet base. We have recov- 
ered revolver and rifle lead bullets with the 
bases cocked and could never understand 
how it could happen. Imagine the bullet 
base is a saucer on a table and then push 
down on one side, the saucer see-saws the 
other side up. Without grease in the lube 
groove of a soft bullet this see-saw would 
not happen from an uneven push on the bul- 
let base. 

Now stretch the old brain and imagine 
what happens to the bullet with grease in 
the groove. Like the saucer, one edge of the 
base is pressed in while the other side raises 
up see-saw like, from the hydraulic action of 
the grease. We have already proved the 
grease is totally trapped in the groove by the 
throat and barrel surrounding it. 

Can | verify this? Better than that, | can 
prevent it no less, demonstrating the action 
in the process. This is mind bogglingly sim- 
ple if you are lucky enough to have some 
precision machine tools and the guts to risk 
ruining a few bullet molds. 

My reasoning was thus: if the fluid (under 
pressure the grease is fluid, | hope) in the 
groove could be prevented from circulating 
from one side of the bullet to the other, then 
the base would be hydraulically supported 
inline with the body of the bullet. Taking a 
deep wheezing breath (it’s winter now) | 
proceeded to mill four barriers across each 
of the bullet grease grooves in my precious 
new mold from NEI creating four grease 
pockets in place of each previous continu- 
ous groove in the finished cast bullet. Have 
you followed me so far through this winter 
haze? See photo #24 right side. 

How powerful are these lube pockets? 
Note the photos of recovered bullets where 
we only filled pockets on one side and left 
the other side empty. Just as in the other no 
lube tests, the empty pockets collapsed but 
the filled ones retained their shape, really 
making an unsymmetrical bullet, but still 
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maintaining it’s general shape in the bar- 
rel. 

Photos 21, 22, 23 are details of the right 
hand bullet in photo 9 that has only lube in 
the grooves on one side of the bullet. Photos 
#21, 22, 23 show the side that had lubed 
filled pockets, opposite the collapsed side. 
The collapsing side tilted the base like the 
saucer, pulling the lubed side over and away 
from the barrel allowing the gas to blast right 
on up the side causing the severe gas cut- 
ting. Note how far up the nose that blast 
traveled. Even the wad couldn’t hold back 
the gas with that much space opened up. 

What does all this mean? We now have 
one very strong and powerful method of 
maintaining the precision geometry of the 
bullet shape by using the lube for a dual pur- 
pose, a four point (pocket) hydraulic support 
and a lubricant. 

Yes, we did try removing half the lube 
from a regular grease groove to see if it did 
even up. Right side photo #13. The groove 
did close a little, but nothing as dramatic as 


with barriers. You have to study the bullets 
very closely to note a slight closing of the 
groove on the side the lube was removed 
from. If the lube hadn’t rushed from the 
other side real quick like, we now know the 
grease groove would have pinched shut. 
This could be the reason some very stiff 
lubes can claim an increase in accuracy as 
they just don’t move around so easily, sim- 
ple, now, to test. 

Just a bit of back ground on the new NEI 
179-308 un-altered MK-I bullet. MK-II refers 
to those with groove barriers. That MK-i 
mold, my new design, that means | had to 
pay for the tooling, using knowledge from 
the last article. The grease grooves are 
deeper toward the nose so they will collapse 
evenly due to less metal compression pres- 
sure as they get further from the base. Lube 
and no lube tests seem to verify the more 
even collapse (photos 12 and 13). Any more 
than a few grooves can be an awkward 
looking design as each gets deeper, but 
that’s what’s needed if the groove is to be 
“active”, otherwise just leave it off the bullet 
as it takes very little lubricant to do the job. 
Getting the lube in the right place at the right 
time is the trick. 

Photos on the 308 W tests are self ex- 
planatory, all the above worked very well 
with high pressure gas check designs. 

Another interesting observation about 
the MK-II barrier design relates to wad - no 
wad tests. Photos 11 and 16 seem to indi- 
cate less damage from gas cutting, there- 
fore target accuracy tests will be made both 
ways. If | don’t lose accuracy and lead the 
barrel leaving the wads off, all the better 
with the MK-II. 

Next report will be how much all this re- 
search boosts scores! Of course, | may 
have alot of lead for sale too; who knows?

Dear Dave: 

My compliments to Precision Shooting on 
the article about Lt. Col. Lones Wigger, in 
your January issue. | have been acquainted 
with Lones for some years, and have en- 
joyed discussions of rifle shooting and relat- 
ed fields, with him. While | would fully agree 
with the wording “To the greatest rifleman 
of the 20th Century, Lones Wigger, 1987”, | 
would suggest that the comparison of his 
scores, and those of other Ft. Benning 
shooters, with those of Dr. Hudson, on the 
German Ring Target, needs further exami- 
nation. 

The book, “The Story of Pope’s Barrels”, 
by Ray M. Smith, includes an account of the 
100 shot match in which Dr. Hudson fired 
the record score of 2301, including photo- 
graphs of the story printed in “Shooting And 
Fishing”. The score was fired in the Election 
Day Match at Armbruster Park, Greenville, 
N.J., on November 7, 1903. Shooting was 
at 200 yards, at the German Ring Target, 
which had a 1 1/2” diameter, center ring, 
counting 25, with each succeeding ring 3/4” 
larger, on the radius, and a 12” bullseye. 
The first, Election Day Match in which tele- 
scopes were permitted was in 1902, three 
shooters having used them, including H. M. 
Pope, the match winner. Of the 22 competi- 
tors in the 1903 match, 13 used tele- 
scopes. 

Dr. Hudson shot a Remington Walker 
scheutzen rifle, which was the Remington- 
Hepburn action, modified with an 
underlever, instead of the side lever used on 
the Hepburn. According to some writers, 
Hudson was involved in the design chang- 
es. It was equipped with set triggers. The 
barrel was made by Zischang, of Syracuse, 
N.Y., .33 caliber, 32 inch, using the .32-40 
case. The load was 10 grains bulk of Laflin & 
Rand Sharpshooter powder in the bottom

of the case, followed by 37 grains bulk of 
DuPont #1 Rifle Smokeless, with a “thin 
wad” on top of the powder. (For those not 
familiar with the term “bulk”, the Ideal pow- 
der measure graduations were for black 
powder and these settings were termed 
“bulk”. A conversion table listed grain 
weights of the charges of other powders, for 
the “bulk” graduations. Conversion from 
“bulk” gives 6 grains weight of Sharpshoot- 
er and 16.5 grains weight of #1 Rifle.) The 
bullet was designed by Hudson and molds 
for it were sold by Ideal, #338301. | have 
one of these molds and bullets from it weigh 
approximately 225 grains. The bullet is two 
diameter, the first three bands being about 
.330” diameter and the last two .337”. The 
barrel on Hudson’s rifle was throated to ac- 
cept the bullet, which was breech seated, 
ahead of the case, with the first three bands 
riding on top of the lands. 

Quoting from “Shooting And Fishing” — 

“The rifle is fitted with a Remington rear 
vernier wind gauge and front aperture 
sights. He (Hudson) adopts the hip-rest po- 
sition, an extension to the forestock allow- 
ing the rifle to be supported on the finger- 
tips. At the conclusion of the match the 
Doctor remarked to the writer that he con- 
sidered himself fortunate to have won, for 
he was not in the best of shooting form and 
had difficulty in combating a slight tendency 
to flinch.” 

No exact information is now available as 
to the average size groups of which this rifle 
and loads were capable. In the scheutzen 
era, as at present, reports emphasized the 
better groups and scores fired, and the pic- 
ture that modern shooters have of typical 
scheutzen groups is likely to be of groups 
that could be “covered by a quarter, at 200 
yards.” It is useful to bear in mind that Harry 
Pope’s “guarantee” was 2 1/2” groups at 
200 yards. Perhaps the most reliable esti- 
mate of the grouping ability of Hudson’s rifle 
and loads can be obtained by viewing a 70 
shot group, fired by Charles Rowland on the 
Standard American Rest Target at 200 
yards which is shown in “Respectfully 
Yours, H. M. Pope”, by Gerald Kelver. The 
Standard American Target had a 10 ring 
3.36” in diameter when used for offhand 
shooting. For rest shooting, a 2.33” 11 ring 
and a 1.41” 12 ring were added, inside the

10 ring. All of the 70 shots are in tne 10 ring 
and the extreme spread of the group is 
about 3 1/8”. The target is a good example ° 
of normal, statistical distribution, having, as _ 
near as | can count them, about 12 tens, 17 
elevens and 41 twelves. The composite tar- 
get bears the note “Mch and MR Rest”, pre- 
sumably meaning “Machine and muzzle 
rest” and under “Scope” is written 20X. The 
rifle was .32-40 caliber and weighed 19 
pounds. 

Current, benchrest shooters with long ex- 
perience in the game may recall that 
Rowland fired the famous, 10 shot group at 
200 yards, which the benchrest clan tried to 
better for some years in the early days of 
modern benchrest shooting. My memory 
says that the group measured something 
like .720”. Obviously, an extraordinarily 
small group for cast, lead bullets and one 
which can be explained only by probability 
theory. 

Scheutzen shooters did not use special 
clothing for shooting, except possibly a 
shooter’s apron, to keep their clothing 
clean. Most photos show them in a regular, 
man’s, business suit. 

To sum up, Hudson fired his score with a 
single shot, lever action, falling block rifle, 
whose dependable, grouping capability 
probably could not be relied on to keep all of 
the 100 shots in the 24 ring. He used metalic 
sights. He shot off his fingertips, not using a 
palm rest and the heavy, bullets, recoil and 
comparatively long lock time and barrel time 
were handicaps, particularly in the offhand 
position. If, like most scheutzen shooters, 
he used only one cartridge case, there was 
the time and labor of reloading added to that 
of actual shooting. Wind drift was probably 
more of a factor than with a .22 rimfire at 
100 yards. It was a most remarkable per- 
formance. 

One must have a great respect for Lones 
Wigger’s score of 2383 on the reduced, 
German Ring Target, fired at 100 yards, 
using a leather shooting coat; .22 rimfire, 
Anschutz rifle, with its very fast lock time, 
palm rest, and many adjustments; a 14X tel- 
escope, and Eley Tenex ammunition. Dur- 
ing a conference a couple years ago, on in- 
ternational equipment, Lones stated that 
the best of the Eley Tenex, in good rifles, 
was capable of grouping reasonably con- 
sistently in .7” at 100 yards, or capable of 
hitting the 25 ring of the reduced target 
nearly every shot. 

It seems to me, however, that itis a bit un- 
fair to compare his score with that of Hud- 
son, without taking all the factors into ac- 
count. Debating the matter is somewhat 
useless and could extend to discussions of

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The Weak Link

In the December issue we pointed out 
that very slight movement between the front 
and rear sandbags would result in an en- 
larged group on the target if that movement 
takes place while the bullet is still in the bar- 
rel. The printed figure of .0001” was an 
error; the correct statement is that .001” of 
bag movement will result in a quarter inch 
additional group size. If you have dreams of 
having your name in “Official Screamer 
News” you had better accept the fact that 
NO sandbag movement is an absolute 
must. The rifle must be as immobile as the 
Great Pyramid if you are to be happy with 
the groups that you are sending to the scor- 
ing shack. 

Arifle assembled by one of our sport’s top 
gunsmiths, with a quality action, barrel and 
trigger is a good bet to be able to shoot little 
bitty groups as it goes out the door of his 
shop. However a scope has to top that rifle, 
and that adds an unknown. As a matter of 
fact, scopes have always been an un- 
known. 

In the early days of the sport our scopes 
had external adjustments for windage and 
elevation. To these “target mounts” (as 
they were called) add the front supporting 
ring (on the scope tube), and brother, did

you ever have whatis politely called “the po- 
tential for error”. Over the 20 to 30 years 
that we were stuck with such scopes we 
tried everything this side of idol worship to 
eliminate the resulting errors. A speck of 
dust between the scope tube and the 
mounts could be counted on to throw the 
shot out of the group. That’s a speck of 
dust; a speck of sand would put your shot in 
the next county. The late Ted Boughton al- 
ways had some clear plastic covering the 
front ring to keep dust out. This is fairly visi- 
ble if you study the picture of Ted on the Oc- 
tober 1984 cover of PS. Everyone gave alot 
of attention to the contact points on the 
scope tube at the rear. These suffered from 
wear, dirt, and less than great design to 
begin with. In total fairness though | do not 
recall a great deal of trouble with lens 
mounting or parallax adjustments within the 
scopes. Most of the trouble seemed to be 
outside the scope, originating from the “ex- 
ternal target mounts” system. 

With the advent of the internal adjustment 
target scopes, 20X being the minimum 
power that we could really work with, we 
thought that the Promised Land had arrived 
in town. Scope weight dropped a pound or 
more, and the sealed scopes eliminated any 
problem with dust or dirt. We asked for, and 
received from the scope makers a light 
weight scope; to accomplish that weight re- 
duction the scope was made of thinner ma- 
terials . . . that made it more fragile than the 
previous scopes that we used. A few of our 
shooters promptly found that you could not 
use these new scopes to shoe horses with, 
drive nails with, or whatever indignities they 
routinely subjected their old scopes to. 
Lyman took their 10X scope and jacked the 
power up to 20X with no major changes in 
internal design . . . which resulted in a rather 
smokey looking image ... rather discon- 
certing to shooters who did not smoke. This 
was improved in later models of this scope 
by some factory redesign. The Leupold 24X 
scope came along, and was a nice, reliable 
addition to what we had to work with. 

The bench shooter wanted still higher 
power scopes . . . but he wanted them with 


little or no increase in scope weight ... 
which made it a tricky little task for the 
scope makers. With higher powers comes 
the need for more glass and weight; and 
with some designs, longer scopes. This re- 
quires even thinner scope tube walls, and 
smaller and/or lighter internal parts. 

There is another factor that enters the 
picture with the requisite more fragile de- 
sign. Benchrest competitors adjust and 
change parallax a great deal, as well as giv- 
ing the windage and elevation scope adjust- 
ments a fair amount of workout. With lighter 
material throughout the scope, sooner or 
later wear will take its toll. In attempts to 
overcome this, scope makers have to 
(hopefully) design a method to overcome 
this wear. Lyman’s 25X scope, for example, 
uses a parallax locking ring. The addition of 
the locking ring resulted in a very reliable 
scope. 

The problem for the shooter is the detect- 
ing of a scope “gone bad”. Impact changes 
due to scope error are very often sneaky, in- 
sidious little critters, just adding small little 
amounts to your group size, group after 
group, doing it so subtly that you do not rec- 
ognize that the .220 agg you just shot at 100 
yards ... was really a .190 agg. . . without 
the scope error. It is really a bit of a blessing 
when a scope goes completely crazy, re- 
sulting in major sized shot displacements. A 
bad moment or two in the middle of a match, 
to be sure, but at least the problem is now 
very much obvious. With what | call a 
sneaky scope (| probably have called them 
other things at the time they suddenly went 
to blazes) ... groups are larger than they 
should be, but you don’t suspect the scope 
at the time ... usually assuming, with a 
proper air of humility, that we are just not 
judging the conditions out front of us just 
right. 

During the year just ended two scopes 
became a problem for Connie and myself; 
one was sneaky as anything, one was as 
crazy as a drunk in a brewery. The latter 
one, a Lyman 25x that had been boosted to 
36X by Wally Siebert, had seen hard usage 
over the years, but it had been a honey of a 
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scope for that period of time. The rifle with 
this scope mounted on top suddenly started 
throwing shots out of the group. . . at first a 
quarter inch or so. . . with additional use we 
were seeing them now thrown out almost a 
full inch . . . usually vertically. This one was 
easy; we changed scopes and the groups 
immediately returned to acceptable size. 

The second scope, a Leupold 36X, had 
been installed a year before on a new rifle. 
From the start the rifle and the scope both 
performed just fine. During a practice ses- 
sion with this new rifle at my home range, 
some error began to show up. It was foggy, 
which means that the wind is 3 mph or less. 
The wind flags were just hanging there, and 
the mirage board showed no detectable mi- 
rage. The first three shots went into a single 
bullet hole. The next two shots went out a 
full bullet hole. Several more groups were 
fired with the same results. Another scope 
was installed, right then and there, and the 
groups promptly became one holers. We 
were then able to do what we set out to do 
at that session .. . namely take advantage 
of excellent range conditions to do alittle ex- 
perimenting with different bullets and seat- 
ing depths. 

The bottom line of all this is . . . if you sus- 
pect scope trouble . . . try a different scope. 
One of the best pieces of advice | was ever 
given came from Myles Hollister. If your rifle 
is giving indications that something is amiss, 
with larger-than-they-should-be groups... 
the first thing to do in the troubleshooting 
process ... is change scopes! 

Let’s take a look at the scopes that we 
find in use by the benchrest competitor 
today. The shooter who is active on the 
match circuit will give his scopes a farily de- 
cent workout, and as a result, any weak- 
ness is sure to become evident. All of these 
scopes, because of the way that they are 
built, with an eye to saving weight, are going 
to require more gentle handling than a hunt- 
ing scope. Hunting scopes are often down- 
right abused, and “pack it in” some day .. . 
at which the ham-handed owner should not 
be surprised . . . but naturally, he is. 

The Lyman 25X has given very little trou- 
ble over the years. It is longer, and a few 
ounces heavier than its competitors. One 
problem that turns up from time to time is 
the front bell breaking off where it meets the 
one inch main tube ... the result of the 
shooter cranking down the parallax locking 
ring without supporting the rest of the bell 
with the other hand. We have used three of

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these scopes over a period of time, all with 
the power boosted by Wally Siebert, and 
fine or extra fine cross hairs installed. One of 
these scopes finally got around to giving us 
some trouble this year, due to either a mis- 
hap, or wear within. In the past, Lyman has 
offered very good scope repair service, so 
this scope will be sent back for their atten- 
tion. If a Lyman scope has a Siebert conver- 
sion, Lyman can not and will not work on the 
rear lens assembly . . . it must go back to 
Wally. If the problem is in the foreward area, 
Lyman will repair it. 

Certainly the most common scope found 
in use at the matches today is the Leupold 
36X. It is very light, and short as well. It has 
nice optics, and a fine cross hair, along with 
the availability of a nice, round small dot. 
The parallax adjustment has no method of 
locking, which is the major shortcoming in 
the opinion of many. Every one of the four 
that we own has been back to Leupold be- 
cause they would not hold a point of impact. 
One of these has been back to the factory 
twice. Leupold does give excellent factory 
service, with prompt attention, and to date 
we have not been charged a cent. There 
have been persistent rumors over the past 
year that Leupold was about to bring out a 
new model, one that would feature a paral- 
lax locking device . . . which would be a pret- 
ty decided improvement in the opinion of 
many shooters. We could certainly live with 
a slight weight increase, if doing so meant a 
marked improvement in reliability. Another 
complaint commonly heard is that this 
scope does not come with lens caps; the 
only scope that does not in scopes of this 
class and price. 

During the past year the Bausch & Lomb 


36X scope has appeared on the scene, in 
limited numbers. Its weight is about the 
same as the Lyman 25X, and has fine cross 
hairs; a dot is also available. It has an out- 
side finish that we who have been spoiled by 
the Leupold have come to expect. The only 
negative that | have at the moment is that 
the dot in my B&L scope is not dead center 
on the cross hair, but rather rides a bit high 
on the vertical crosshair. | have anew B&L 
36X scope, just acquired ... we have not 
yet had a chance to try it out at the time of 
this writing. | note that the parallax adjust- 
ment is spring-loaded within the front bell. 
One of the big problems that scopes have 
on modern pellet rifles is keeping the scope 
tight on the rifle, and the parallax assembly 
in place. Tasco’s pellet rifle scopes have the 
same spring within the bell to hold parallax 
setting. So this methodology is nothing 
new; that’s good . . . | hate paying $300.00 
to be a guinea pig on a scope experiment! 
Ascope that has a minor problem in hold- 
ing zero impact can lead a shooter to sus- 
pect himself, his range conditions doping 
ability, reloading components, and any 
number of things that might come into his 
worried head. He may even switch from the 
brand of bourbon that he has used. . . with 
satisfaction .. . for years! Put this into your 
little mental computer right now ... at the 
first sign of suspected gun trouble. . . try an- 
other scope! The fact that the scope has 
never been a problem before should have 
no bearing on it! Even if the scope is brand 
new, right out of the box and all that good 
stuff . .. do enough shooting, in good range 
conditions, to satisfy yourself that the scope 
is up to snuff! With a scope that has a prob- 
lem, you are giving away good groups!

the advantage of the larger scoring diame- 
ter of the .336” bullet versus the .22, the 
much easier task of simply taking fixed, .22 
ammunition from a box, versus the labor 
Hudson had to put in, etc. | suggest that the 
two performances are simply not to be com- 
pared and each should stand as the best in 
its particular field. 

Incidentally, this Election Day Match is 
the one in which Harry Pope was interrupt- 
ed in his loading procedure by the greetings 
of a friend, who had just arrived at the 
range. He had just seated a bullet through 
the false muzzle, and failed to push it down 
to the breech before firing. The shot was a 
miss, of course. With 99 shots, Pope was 
only 9 points behind Hudson, for the total of 
the 100 shot match. 

| don’t know if they can be reproduced in 
P-S, or if you wish to reproduce them, but 
enclosed are photocopies of the 70 shot, 
composite target, referred to above, and a 
photo from Dr. Hudson’s book, “Modern 
Rifle Shooting from the American Stand- 
point”, published in 1903., | cannot find 
proof, but | believe it is Dr. Hudson, demon- 
strating his scheutzen position. The rifle is a 
Ballard and is equipped with the “forend ex- 
tension” used by Hudson.

| specialize in long range shooting; proba- 
bly because | used to enjoy the long range 
matches in big bore competition in the 
past. 

A friend lets me shoot on his ranch. | have 
a big target that | tie to the side of my Jeep, 
and set it up at various ranges. (Editor: you 
have not made clear the point of whether or 
not you take it off the jeep when you are 
shooting at it. | presume that you do, other- 
wise these practice sessions should be rais- 
ing hell with the family jeep). : 

My rifle is a Remington 40X in .30-338 
magnum, and it has a Unertl 24X scope on 
top of it. 

Hatcher’s Notebook has a chapter on ex- 
terior ballistics which, after chronographing 
my load, enabled me to compute a trajecto- 
ry. 
| set the target up a goodly distance 
away, and got back to my shooting point, 
where | had set up a World War Il 
rangefinder. It gave the distance as 785 
yards. 

The elevation needed, air temperature, 
ammunition temperature (Editor: you forgot 
your own temperature), wind direction and 
velocity, as well as barometric pressure 
were noted. The barometric pressure was 
obtained from the TV weather report. (Edi- 
tor: | presume you had a generator going, to 
work the TV, so you could get timely reports 
on this). 

| fired a number of shots, moved the tar- 
get back, found the new range to be 1081 
yards, and fired more shots. After moving 
the target out further yet, | found the new 
range to be 1250 yards, and repeated my 
firing routine. 

Having found the data that | wished at 
785, 1081 and 1250 yards | moved the tar- 
get back further yet, to a distance of 1624 
yards. (Editor: did you have any trouble 
when you went through Canadian cus- 
toms?). At this point | found that the scope 
tube was almost touching the rear mount. 
(Editor: over 1500 yards you really should 
switch to a mortar sighting system). 

| found myself growing in excitement as | 
thought about actually shooting at a target 
1624 yards away. The next morning | came 
up from my 1250 yards elevation setting the 
amount necessary, according to my prelimi- 
nary calculations, to shoot at 1624 yards. | 
fired three shots. Alas, the target was quite 
untouched. Not that day or the next day ei- 
ther. Or the day after that, for that matter. 
The solution to my dilemma was to adopt 
60°F air temperature, 60°F ammo tempera- 
ture, no tail wind, and 30” height as my 
“standard” conditions. You then proceed to 
compute trajectories for deviations from 
those conditions. I’m not going to tell you 


that it’s easy, but if you get determined 
enough about it ... it’s all there in 
“Hatcher's Notebook”. 

| back-pedaled a bit . . . back to my 1250 
elevation setting, which was a known set- 
ting, proven on the target. Next! brought my 
sights up to what was called for at 1624 
yards elevation. If the conditions were 
“standard” | should be ready to fire . . . and 
be on target. Conditions were not “stan- 
dard”, and | had to make corrections for the 
existing abnormal conditions, using the ad- 
vice and tables in Hatcher's Notebook. | 
fired . . .and was delighted to find hits on the 
target. 

| now needed a range table to go with my 
table of corrections. | corrected all my data 
to standard conditions and fed it into my 
computer in reverse order. | obtained the 
range for each click on my sights through 
the use of an interpolation program. 

My rifle has a Harris bipod, and | use a 
rabbit ear rear sandbag, shooting off the 
hood of my Jeep. 

On October 21st | was near the Chey- 
enne River in eastern Wyoming. Just before 
sundown | drove my Jeep up to the top of a 
small hill. The sun was low and behind me. | 
set up my rangefinder on a surveyor’s tri- 
pod, and stuck a wind flag and a tempera- 
ture board into the ground. Some antelope 
were in sight; one was laying down. The sun 
behind me prevented them from seeing me. 
The range was 1406 yards, the air tempera- 
ture was 70°, the ammo temperature was 
80°. | looked up 1406 in my range table, and 
put the called-for elevation on my gun. | 
looked up the temepratures in my tables of 
corrections, and changed my elevation to a 
lesser one. It amounted to 29”. After study- 
ing the wind .. . it was very slight. | waited 
for the mirage to boil, and fired dead center 
at the antelope laying down. 

It was hit at the point | aimed at... at 0.8 
of a mile . . . the first and only shot fired. A 
once in a lifetime event.

Brennan. | am Precision Shooting’s newly 
minted Single Shot columnist. | will assume 
you know something about shooting but 
nothing about Single Shots in spite of your 
self-proclaimed baseline of “Ground Zero’. 
Also, this letter is probably a bit longer than 
one | would normally write as | plan to use 
part of it for a column in Precision Shooting. 
Spelling and Typos don’t count in Single 
Shot Shooting. 

You are very fortunate to own a fine 
Schuetzen Rifle with which your Uncle’s 
Grandfather won medals. Probably you 
should sell it to me before you wreck it. If you 
will not do the honorable thing, you really 
should find someone near you who knows 
about Schuetzen rifles. The best way to find 
other Single Shot guys is to take your rifle to 
a gun show and walk around with it over 
your shoulder. You will be mobbed. As you 
meet people, sort the shooters out from the 
vermin who just deal. The shooters will in- 
vite you over to shoot just as | would if you 
lived in Upstate New York. Don’t let anyone 
buy your rifle; remember, | asked first. 

Alot has been written about shooting Sin- 
gle Shot rifles and there are several clubs 
that publish useful newsletters. | will at- 
tempt to present a comprehensive body of 
work on Single Shots. For that you should 
meet some shooters and buy some books. 
However, there are a few things to pass on 
that might be helpful to know. Please be ad- 
vised, there are as many opinions as there 
are Single Shot shooters. Many will disa- 
gree with what | have to say so in the end 
you will have to make your own decisions. 
Please do not be intimidated by the plethora 
of “Experts”. If allowed to get out of control 
the experts would make Single Shot shoot- 
ing complicated and expensive. With a bit of 
care your rifle will probably shoot, and shoot 
well. You will meet some nice people, and 
have an opportunity to engage in a gentle- 
man’s sport. 


Associations 

There is an association, The American 
Single Shot Rifle Association, (ASSRA) that 
concerns itself with shooting Single Shot Ri- 
fles. If you get beyond the 93 bullets | sent, 
you should join. | have enclosed a Newslet- 
ter. | would also suggest you subscribe to 
Precision Shooting and maybe the Cast 
Bullet Association periodical, Fouling Shot. 
Precision Shooting is the best of the Hi- 
Tech magazines and many of the principles 
developed for Modern Benchrest competi- 


tion can be applied to single shot shooting. 
The Cast Bullet Association shooters main- 
ly use “High velocity” gas checked lead bul- 
lets in bolt action rifles. In spite of their 
warped priorities, there is an enormous 
amount of good material in the Fouling 
Shot. | find the ideas provocative and the 
writing fun to read. 


Books and Articles 

There are hundreds of books that deal 
with Single Shots. | have listed a few that 
provide a good overview for the new en- 
trant. The Lyman and Kelver books will pro- 
vide a pretty good overview of Single Shot 
shooting. | have included loads from both 
Lyman and Kelver. Both cast bullet books 
are worth owning if you get into casting your 
own bullets. A lot of the material is not very 
useful to the Single Shot shooter, but is still 
entrancing. The books are small and inex- 
pensive. | belive Ray Riling Books stocks all 
of the ones listed.

The Scale of the Project 

If you just want to hear the gun fire, the 
enclosed bullets, brass, and “Plug Case” 
will get you started. The bullets will probably 
not fit well enough to shoot well but they will 
almost certainly work well enough to make 
the rifle go bang. You will have to buy pow- 
der, primers, and a cheap primer tool ($15). 
You can probably borrow a powder mea- 
sure and scale and deprime with a pin 
punch. You do not need loading dies or a 
press. Keep the brass. Please return the 
plugged case and handle when you have 
one of your own. 
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If you want to do some serious shooting 
you will need to spend about $500. | am not 
really sure about these prices. | buy most 
everything at gun shows so am somewhat 
vague on what things like measures and 
scales cost retail. If you get serious about 
shooting, call me (Work 716-759-6901) and 
| will be pleased to talk on the phone. Be 
sure to identify yourself as a shooter or our 
switch board operator will think you are an 
insurance salesman (Sorry David) and 
screen your call.

Your Rifle 

It is very important that a qualified person in- 
spect your rifle and make sure it is safe to 
shoot. Even though you have a fine rifle, itis

still an old gun with 1880’s vintage metallur- 
gy and an unknown history. If the rifle is a 
Winchester Hi-Wall, a Remington Hepburn, 
a Stevens 44 1/2, or a Sharps you will be 
able to shoot loads that will generate 1500 
fps assuming the piece is in good condition. 
If itis a Ballard, Stevens 44, or Maynard you 
will have to be very careful not to use heavy 
loads, or make mistakes loading the rifle. 
These rifles can and will blow up. | have 
seen 3 blow up in the last 8 years because 
people were either sloppy or stupid. 

The bore should be clean and shiny. Minor 
pitting (fairly common) does not necessarily 
detract from the accuracy of the rifle. If there 
is significant pitting or other kinds of dam- 
age, the gun will go bang, but it will not 
shoot. While your rifle is being inspected, 
have the gunsmith “Slug” the bore. This in- 
volves pushing a soft lead slug, usually a 
bullet, down the bore. The slug is then mea- 
sured to obtain bore diameter and groove 
diameter. Bore sizes in a 38-55 can vary by 
.015. You will need this information to speci- 
fy a properly fitting bullet. It is also useful to 
have a chamber cast made. Many different 
things can happen to a rifle over 80 years 
and it is nice to know what the chamber 
looks like. After you have gained some ex- 
perience with your rifle you will be able to 
make it shoot better by fitting the bullet not 
only to the bore, but to the chamber.

CUSTOM ACTIONS 


Some months ago we purchased the custom action machinery of CPS (of New Jersey). All 
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Continued 
Your gunsmith should also inspect the fit of 
the breach block in the action and the firing 
pin in the breach block. Winchester Hi- 
Walls, Sharps, Remington Hepburns and 
Stevens 44 1/2’s all have breach blocks that 
slide in a vertical mortise. | have rarely seen 
(maybe 3 in eight years) a mortise style 
breach block that is worn to the point where 
it is not safe, however, it not hard to check 
and should be done. A number of actions; 
Stevens 44’s, Remington Rolling Blocks, 
and Ballards all use pins to withstand cham- 
ber pressures. These pins wear and as 
often as not, need replacement in 90 year 
old rifles. : 
Firing pins are another matter. More than 
half of the antique rifles | have owned over 
the last few years either had firing pins re- 
placed or need the job done. Usually the an- 
tique firing pins are too large, and they are 
poorly shaped for use with modern primers. 
If the firing pin is poorly shaped, too long, or 
fits the breach block poorly you will experi- 
ence burst primers. Firing pin repair is 
straight forward gunsmithing work and 
should be done. 
Make sure everything on the rifle is tight. 
The stock and forend should be snug. 
Check the scope or sight mounts to make 
sure they do not wiggle. 
The trigger must hold the hammer. If it is a 
very light trigger, make sure it will not re- 
lease if you jar the rifle with the heel of your 
hand or bump it on the ground. Very often in 
old rifles the springs will be weak, the sears 
worn, or the catch’s filled with old oil or 
grease. 
If your rifle has a good bore and was a high 
quality piece to begin with it will almost cer- 
tainly make 5 shot groups at 100 yds. that 
measure under 1”. To do this you need to 
have a properly fitting bullet and a decent 
day to shoot. 


The Bullet 

Not knowing what kind of rifle or barrel 
you have makes it difficult to make any rec- 
ommendations. However, there are a cou- 
ple of things to keep in mind. 

| would only shoot lead bullets in your rifle. 
Many old factory barrels, and most vintage 
custom barrels used soft steel. Modern 
jacketed bullets will wear them out very 
quickly. In addition unless the jacketed bul- 
let is properly fitted, you risk generating ex- 
cessive pressures as the jacketed bullet is 
less forgiving than a lead bullet is. 

Most “lead” bullets are not really lead, 
they are a lead tin alloy. The lead/ tin ratiois 
generally between 20/1 and 40/1. The ones 
enclosed are 30/1 which means they are rel- 
atively soft. The more tin, the harder the bul- 
let, up to a certain point. There are a lot of 
refinements such as heat treating, different 
alloys, and mechanical aids such as gas 
checks that can be used. | have tried many 
and still find soft plain base bullets work just 
fine. 

| have enclosed two different bullets. The 
shorter one weighs 280 grs. It is a two diam- 
eter bullet designed for easy loading. It has 
a nose diameter of .367 and a base Diame- 
ter of .384. The larger bullet weighs 290 grs. 
and is cylindrical with a .375 body. These 
are both relatively long heavy bullets used 
primarily for rest shooting. | do not have any 
molds for the lighter bullets usually used for 
offhand shooting. 

The smaller bullet was used in a black 
powder rifle and has a beeswax base lube 
known as Rodrick lube (after Claude 
Rodrick). The large bullets are lubricated 
with a 50/50 mixture of parrifin and vaseline. 
Lube is a voodoo art and probably worthy of 
a book. In my opinion, nobody really knows 
why lube works. Merrell Martin’s article ina 
recent Precision Shooting is the first sensi- 
ble thing | have read on lube since | started 
shooting. | have used the Parrafin/Vaseline

mixture for 8 years with good results. The 
components are easy to find, cheap, and it 
is easy to get the lube on the bullets by 
standing the bullets in a pan and pouring the 
lube over them. As long as you don’t let the 
bullets sit in the sun in the summer you 
should be OK. If you get serious about 
shooting you will probably look at other 
lubes. 

Bullet fit is far more important to rifle ac- 
curacy than the kind of lube, shape of bullet, 
or any of the other variables that can be 
tried. Itis not a subject that can be dealt with 
in a letter such as this. Someone starting 
from “Ground Zero” should have a knowl- 
edgable shooter or gunsmith specify a bullet 
design for your rifle. The primary parameter 
of bullet fit is the bullet’s diameter. Bullets 
can have one diameter or may have many 
diameters. Multipul diameters are used to 
minimize engagement with the rifling at the 
nose to reduce seating forces, while at the 
same time allowing a larger diameter seal- 
ing band at the base to completely fill the 
bore. You can get a rough idea of how the 
enclosed bullets will fit by doing the follow- 
ing. Push the bullet into the breach of your 
rifle, seat it in the rifling by pushing the 
“Plugged Case” all the way into the cham- 
ber. If the bullet fits properly, the lands will 
just engrave the nose of the bullet. The base 
will just bearly engage the throat all the way 
around. If you have to drive the bullet into 
the bore, and a flash forms around the base 
of the bullet, it is too big and you shouldn't 
use the ones | sent as they may cause high 
chamber pressures. If the rifling does not 
engrave on the nose of the bullet but the 
base seats, it is too small to shoot well but 
can be used. If the bullet is so small it slides 
easily down the barrel, it should not be used. 
Avery loose bullet can not be positioned reli- 
ably in the bore and may pose a safety haz- 
ard. 


Cartridge Case 

The loads commonly used in single shot 
rifles send the bullet out at 1400 fps or so. 
The pressures are moderate by modern 
standards. It is not necessary to re-size the 
brass after every shot. The brass lasts al- 
most forever. Usually the rim wears out 
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from extraction or the primer pocket loos- 
ens to the point where it will not hold a prim- 
er. 

| buy brass at gun shows and have never 
had trouble finding 38-55. Winchester was 
making it a few years ago and may be doing 
so to this day. If you can’t find it at a gun 
show, your local gunshop probably can get 
it. 

If you need more and can’t find it, Let me 
know and | will see if anyone in the club has 
any extra. 

Primers 

| use Federal or CCI Large Rifle bench 
rest primers. | would have sent primers but | 
think it is illegal to ship them thru the mail. 
Some shooters use Remington 2 1/2’s. This 
is a Large Pistol primer. It is used because it 
will ignite reliably even if one has a weak 
hammer spring. However, they are soft and 
| had one burst in a Winchester Hi-Wall with 
a pointy firing pin. Even with shooting glass- 
es on it was scarey and | went with the 
stronger rifle primer. 

Powder 

| enclosed pages from an old Lyman cast 
bullet manual and loads from the Gerald O. 
Kelver books. | have used both the 4759 
and the Dupont IMR 4227 with success. | 
prefer the IMR 4227 because it meters nice- 
ly in a measure. | consider both maximum 
loads and would start a couple of grains 
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lower. You should see between 1350 and 
1500 fps. with these loads. 

The problem with all smokeless loads in 
the 38-55 is the possibility of double charg- 
ing the case. The 38-55 case is large 
enough to allow two charges of smokeless 
to fit without overflowing the case. This usu- 
ally happens when someone comes by to 
talk while you are shooting. A Hi-Wall or 
Sharps Borchardt will probably not blow up, 
but a Stevens 44 or a Ballard can. Almost 
every shooter, | know has double charged a 
case at one time or another. | diditin a 32-40 
Hi-Wall and it was a memorable experience. 
It burst the primer and ringed the chamber. | 
had shooting glasses on so was not injured. 
| keep the case in my shooting box as a re- 
minder of the price of carelessness. Had the 
rifle been a Stevens 44 or a Ballard, | proba- 
bly would have been wearing it. 

Assuming your rifle is in sound condition, 
any black powder load will be safe. Howev- 
er, | would not use Black Powder in your rifle 
unless you know how to clean it up after- 
wards. 

The Kelver article lists a number of duplex 
loads. A duplex load is a mixture of smoke- 
less and black. A small charge of smokeless 
is put in the bottom of the case and the rest 
of the case is filled with black. The primary 
objective is to get a cleaner shooting load. | 
have used duplex loads in Ruger actioned 


long range rifles and they do indeed shoot 
clean. | do not know what to think about du- 
plex loads. They have been used since the 
1890’s yet many shooters much smarter 
and more experienced than | say very un- 
usual things can happen when different 
kinds of smokeless and black are mixed. To 
the best of my knowledge, nobody has done 
the extensive experimental work that would 
need to be done to fully characterize how 
duplex loads work. | will probably continue 
to use them in a modern actioned rifle but 
will not shoot them in antique guns. Make 
your own decision. 

| don’t mean to sound like an alarmist 
when referencing the weaker antique rifles. 
Many people regularly use light smokeless 
loads in Maynards, Ballards, and Stevens 
44’s with no trouble. However, they were 
not built to use smokeless powder and will 
not forgive errors. If your rifle is one of the 
above, | would think seriously about leaving 
your heirloom on the wall until you have 
some experience, and finding a Hi-Wall to 
shoot. 


Wads and Fillers 
| like wads because they eliminate the 
problem of dumping powder into the action 
when trying to load a cartridge with no bul- 
let. Different rifles like different wads and 
some shoot best with no wads. | have used 
Continued on next page

acork wad and a product called Soft Check 
(I think it is a kind of wax) with good effect. 
They don’t seem to improve the accuracy of 
the rifle but they reduce the frustration level, 
especially if you have recalcitrant fingers. 

Fillers are something else | don’t know 
much about. The purpose of a filler is to 
keep the small smokeless charge against 
the primer in a big case. Some people like to 
use fillers, others feel they ruin rifles. There 
is growing evidence that in the very large 
long range cartridges, using fillers with 
smokeless loads can cause a pressure 
wave that will ring a barrel. | do not believe 
there is enough data to be statistically sig- 
nificant, but there is enough to cause suspi- 
cion. | do not use fillers. 


Special Tools 

The only unique tool you need is a plug 
case. This is a cartridge case with a brass 
plug. The plug protrudes about 1/16 of an 
inch from the front. You put the bullet in the 
breach and then the plug case. The plugged 
case is then pushed all the way in and then 
ejected. This leaves a bullet in the bore 
about 1/16 of an inch ahead of the primed 
and loaded cartridge case that will follow. 
The 1/16 (.062) inch can be varied. It can 
make a difference in how well the rifle 
shoots. | have one rifle that likes .100 and 
another that works best with only .030. 

Many old outfits had a simple push handle 
attached to the plug case. For the time 
being | would suggest using the push handle 
provided. It will prevent you from trying to 
force too big a bullet into the bore and will 
allow you to avoid putting any extra holes in 
your rifle. If the bullet fits correctly it will be a 
bit hard to push into the rifling. To solve this 
problem most shooters fit their rifles with a 
small lever to push the plug case into the 
chamber. To use the lever you must attach 
a fitting to the rifle to anchor one end of the 
lever. Usually this can be done by making 
the anchor fit the tang sight holes so no 
permanant damage is done. 


The Re-De capper is a hand held squeeze 
tool that seats a primer on one end and 
deprimes the case with the other. There is a 
picture of one on page 107 of the Kelver’s 
Schuetzen Rifles.... The Re-De to buy is a 
reproduction of a Pope tool made by Jerry 
Simmons. It is worth every penny of its $65 
(I think) price tag. To get started, there are 
several cheap primer tools that will seat a 
primer. | have an old Lee tool that probably 
cost about $10 and worked. De-priming can 
be done with any sort of pin punch or “nail in 
a stick” type of tool you can gin up. 


Molds 
If you are going to shoot more than 50 

shots, you will need a mold. Slug your bore 
and call a mold maker. Get a good mold and 
good handles. There is nothing worse than 
trying to make a $5 gun show mold work. | 
have used Fiori and Hoch molds with suc- 
cess. Neither are cheap but both are worth 
the time and the wait.

Casting is the subject books and articles 
adinfinitium. | only have two thoughts to 
offer. Casting is not nearly as hard as a lot of 
people would have you believe. You will be 
able to make useable bullets after only a bit 
of instruction. Perfect bullets are nice, but 
less than perfect ones will work just fine for 
all but the most precise rest shooting. Which 
leads to the second point. Get someone to 
show you how to doit. An afternoon with an 
accomplished caster in your shop, using 
your equipment and molds will save untold 
hours of anguish. It is certainly worth the 
steak dinner and decent bottle of red bur- 
gundy you might offer as an inducement. 
How to Shoot Your Rifle 

By now you have a pretty good idea 
about how things work. The technique most 
commonly used for shooting Single Shot ri- 
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fles is called breach seating. A bullet is push- 
ed into the breach of the gun with a “Plug 
case”. A piece of brass is fitted with a prim- 
er, loaded with powder, and then inserted in 
the chamber. The rifle is fired, the case 
ejected and the primer is knocked out with a 
“Re-De” capper. The pressures are low to 
moderate, if everything is done correctly, so 
a single case is used many times. | have 
cases that have several thousand rounds 
on them. The five cases enclosed should 
last you thru the end of the millenium. 

Itis essential that you use shooting glass- 
es and hearing protection. These are old ri- 
fles. Many times the chambers are not 
round, the firing pins do not fit tightly, or the 
brass does not fully fireform. Gas leakage 
around the breach is common and can be 
dangerous if you are not properly protect- 
ed. 

You will need either a bench or a table to 
hold the paraphernalia and rest the rifle on 
while loading. It is possible to breach seat 
bullets while holding the rifle in yours arms 
but not nearly as nice as resting it on a 
bench. A couple of sand bags to rest the rifle 
on and an old piece of carpet or a towel to 
cover the bench keeps the rifle from getting 
scratched and dinged. | also take a folding 
stand to the range to support the rifle in 
when not shooting. 

Rest your rifle on a pair of bags with the 
action open. Place a bullet in the breach with 
the plug case behind. Push the plugged 
case in with the heel of your hand until the 
case rim is fully seated in the breach. if the 
bullet is too tight to push in by hand, you can 
tap it in with a light mallet. Tapping deforms 
the base bullet. A bullet must have a square 
base to shoot well. Later on, when you buy a 
properly fitted mold and have a lever seater 
fitted, you can worry about accuracy. There 
is a small line on the nose of each bullet. This 
is an index mark. The bulletis always placed 
in the chamber with the index mark in the 
12:00 position. No cast bullet is perfectly 
round or has a perfectly square base. Load- 
ing it the same way each time minimizes var- 
iations between bullets. This is one of the 
few loading details which really makes a dif- 
ference. 

Seat a primer in the case and charge it 
with powder. Most shooters use a bulk 
measure. | have a Masker conversion 
SACO | really like. It is expensive but worth 
the money. A cheaper alternative is a 
Redding measure that | think costs less 
than $50. It has a micrometer adjustment 
and a nice action. A few of the fanatics 
weigh each charge but most feel it is not 
worth the trouble. Put a wad in the mouth of 
the case if you use one. Do not push the wad 
down on the powder. If there is a significant 
air space between the wad and the bullet, 
the wad becomes a projectile and the bullet 
an obstruction. Your rifle may sustain dam- 
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age if the wad accelerates and then slams 
up against the bullet lodged in the breach. 
Many shooters index their cases. | do not 
feel it is worth the trouble, indeed, some feel 
it is detrimental because the brass tends to 
grow along one side as the brass fireforms. 
Push the cartridge into the chamber and fire 
the rifle. 

A 38-55 with a 280 gr. bullet will have 
perceptable recoil. Most Schuetzen Shoot- 
ers use smaller calibers for this reason. 
.32’s and .33’s are most common. The 
heavy bullet is supposed to “Buck the wind” 
better and the increased diameter provides 
a modest scoring advantage. In offhand 
shooting the edge of the hole counts. A big- 
ger hole increases the chances of cutting a 
scoring ring and getting a point that with a 
smail bullet would have been lost. 

After firing the rifle, eject the case. Wipe 
any powder resedue off the outside with a 
bit of rag moistened with Hoppes and 
deprime the case. | used a pin punch that 
just fit thru the flash hole until | could afford a 
Re-De capper. The pin punch works OK but 
is a real pain in the rear end to use. Much of 
the equipment listed above is used to make 
things easier. The Re-De capper, measure, 
a cartridge block, and a few other things all 
help to make the process pleasent. They 
also help prevent mistakes. While not pay- 
ing attention | have: 

Tried to load two bullets 

Loaded a bullet backwards 

Seated a primer in backwards. To get it 
out | poured coffee ( the only fluid | had 
handy at the moment) into the case and let it 
set for a few minutes. Then deprimed and 
dried the case. 

Seated a fired primer in the case. Nothing 
happens. Nothing at all. After about 2 hours 
of shooting you have fired primers all over 
the place so it is easy to pick up and seat a 
used one. | now keep the new ones in alittle 
dish which helps keeps things sorted out. 

Didn’t seat any primer. Powder runs out 
the flash hole and gets into the action if you 
don’t notice it early on. | find a pipe cleaner 
or the long cotton swabs moistened with 
Hoppes or Oil works great for getting pow- 
der out of the action. 

Loaded a partial charge - Either the pow- 
der (stick powders, not ball powders such 
as 4227) bridged in the measure or the mea- 
sure was empty and | did not notice it until 
firing the rifle. 

Loaded a double charge - As noted above 
this is one of the few things you can do that 
is truely dangerous. | have done it once in 8 
years. Nothing bad happened because | 
had a strong rifle and shooting glasses. | 
have seen 2 Stevens 44’s and a Ballard 
come apart. | have seen a Borchardt 
jammed together so tight it had to be disas- 
sembled in a shop. After a bit you will get a 
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feel for how much powder should be in the 
case. | always check visually. Ina 32-40 you 
can just see the powder if the charge is cor- 
rect. It takes a Micro-second or two to make 
the inspection and becomes automatic after 
a while. 


Properly set up, you should be able to fire 
30-40 well aimed shots in a 45 minute relay. 
When pressed toward the end of a relay | 
have fired 7-8 shots in 5 minutes. This 
should give you a feeling for the pace one 
can fire at. | usually clean about every 50 
shots or so. If things are working right, two 
or three patches will come out dirty and 
have a few flakes of lead. On occassion the 
rifle will lead badly, | don’t know why. Usual- 
ly there is something wrong with the bullets 
or the lube has melted off the bullets. If this 
happens | give up for the day because there 
is little one can do at the range to correct the 
situation. Single Shot shooting is supposed 
to be fun. Cleaning a leading rifle every 
10-15 shots is not fun. 

You will run into all sort of little problems 
as you shoot. There is no way to deal with 
these other than find someone to shoot with 
who can help solve the problems. 


Cleaning 

You must clean your rifle after shooting. 
The easist way is to do it when you are all 
set up at the range rather than wait until you 
get home. | just brush the bore a couple of 
time with a wet brush and run a series of wet 
and dry patches thru. | use Hoppes #9 to 
wet the brush and patches. The last patch, 
is oily and | leave an oily bore. It rarely takes 
more than 10 patches before they come out 
clean. If the rifle is leading, it can take an 
hour to brush out all of the lead. The only 
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thing you really need to remember is to 
clean from the breach. | use an old cartridge 
around the cleaning rod as a bore guide but 
this is not necessary unless you shoot a lot. 

| usually drop the breach block out of the 
rifle and clean the powder residue, and un- 
burned powder grains, out of the action. 
The barrel is oiled, and a bit of oil is put on 
the internal parts of the action. Some effort 
is made to keep oil away from the wood, es- 
pecially on rifle where much of the finish is 
worn away. Some shooters like to keep no 
oil in the action as it holds dirt. 

Cleaning is a process that has recently 
gained a lot of attention, particularly in Pre- 
cision Shooting. The procedure | use is sim- 
ple and may be inadequate. | am more con- 
cerned about preserving the rifle than 
acheiving the last word in accuracy. Many of 
the modern bore cleaners are incompatable 
with old varnish finishes so | have stuck with 
Hoppes and oil. Many single shot shooters 
leave oil in the bore only. The rest of the rifle, 
both metal and wood, is waxed with 
Johnson's Paste wax. Others use Silicon on 
the metal and wood. 

| can’t think of anything more you really 
need to know at the moment. Please feel 
free to call or write. | will try to answer your 
questions. In return for the bullets and brass 
| would like a note from you telling about 
your grandfather and some photographs of 
the rifle and medals. | am one of the 
ASSRA’s archivests and collect information 
on the old Schuetzen shooters. If your 
grandfather won medals he was probably 
pretty good and may show up in some of the 
old literature. Have fun

Dear Dave: 

It willcome as a big surprise to all the peo- 
ple | know when they find this letter in Preci- 
sion Shooting. (If it gets published.) Even my 
wife will suspect that shooting means more 
to me than it should when she finds out! 

| have been a Hunter Class shooter be- 
longing to NBRSA and IBS since 1978. can 
honestly say in ten years | have enjoyed all 
the matches and every shooter | have met 
while attending them. Living in Alaska | have 
had to travel extensively to go to the match- 
es. (Five Nationals, twenty State Champi- 
onships, six Regionals) | won few and lost 
many, enjoying each and every one. Meet- 
ing new friends greeting old ones, learning 
new skills and ideas, and shooting with 
some of the very best in our sport has been 
the bonuses. 

| guess everyone comes to a point where 
they say, “ENOUGH IS ENOUGH”. For me 
that point is now! 

It was with great interest that | read Ron 
Hoehn’s article on Hunter Class Shooting in 
the Nov. 1987 Precision Shooting. After 
reading it over and over some thoughts 
have come to me. 

Let’s start with the rules: 

#1 thru #3: General Agreement. 

#4 - Bore Diameter 6mm or larger: There 
is already a feeling in group shooting that 
other calibers need to be explored. Why 
would we as hunter shooters want to put 
the 22’s back in? 

#5 - Case Capacity 30-30 or greater: 
This closely ties in with bore diameter. The 
only reason 6mm should be allowed is in a 
high capacity case. Otherwise change it to 
25 caliber or larger. Why, you ask? Simple. 
If you start shooting PPC or BR size cases 
in hunter class, they will win. You will have to 
have one to compete. Precision Shooting 
proves this in the IBS Hunter Varmit match 
reports. Again | am hearing the grumbling 
from group shooters who are tired of read- 
ing about PPCs winning everything. 

#6 - No Blocking or Sleeving of Actions or 
Barrels: | personally have learned a lot from 
this rule. It took some effort on my part to

learn to do a bedding job that shot as good 
as a glue in. 

#7 thru #12: General Agreement. 

#13 - Stocks 2 1/4” Wide and Convex on 
all Bottom Surfaces: | have hunted in all 
western states and Alaska, shot NRA High 
Power Rifle and Silhouette and have never 
seen a 3” flat forearm. 

One last comment on rules. Reading 
Ron’s article he seems to think Hunter 
Class is too easy. Why in the world would 
we want to make it easier? 

| will not go into bowling and golf, but | will 
go into Hunter Class targets and scores. 

100 Yard Targets: Leave this target 
alone!!! This target has a direct purpose. Itis 
not a piece of cake to shoot a 250 at 100 
yards. Only the best shooters with the best 
equipment can come anywhere close to 
doing it consistently. Looking at match 
scores and TCL scores will bear this out. 
True, it is fairly easy to shoot in the 245 to 
248 range and this is the advantage to the 
new shooter. | have to completely disagree 
with Ron on this point. To keep new shoot- 
ers in a sport, they must be able to see im- 
provement, and at least a chance to be 
close to the hot shooters. This target does 
this job very well. I’ve shot with the very best 
shooters in this country, and I’ve never 
failed to see them get excited when they 
shot a 250 at 100 yards. One last note: To 
my knowledge, no one in this country has 
ever shot a 250X25 possible score at 100 
yards. That includes any gun, any caliber, 
and any scope. 

200 Yard Targets: As in group shooting, 
200 yards separates the field, and usually 
decisively so. At three nationals, two 
regionals, and several state matches | have 
dropped two to five points at 100 yards, only 
to come back and place high in the aggre- 
gate by shooting the conditions at 200 
yards. | don’t think | stand alone. At all of 
these matches there has never been any- 
thing but a clear cut winner when the match 
was over. 

300 Yard Targets: This target is tough as 
all 300 yard matches are. It is adequate, but 
I’m not so sure | agree with a single scoring 
bull. | would really like to retain the five bull 
aspect. 

Ron’s proposed 100 yard target: (as 
printed on page 15, Nov. 1987 Precision 
Shooting). To shoot this target with a six 


power scope would require two important 
things: 

1. Perfect eyes. 

2. Very fine crosshairs or a dot. 

| have the advantage of very good eyes 
and eight different reticles in 6X Lyman, 
Weaver, and Leupold Hunter scopes. The 
only one usable on this target is a very fine 
crosshair or 3/16” dot as done by Wally 
Siebert. Any other reticle blots out too much 
of the target to be usable. There is no way 
some of the older shooters | know could 
handle this target. With a target like this | 
can honestly see a slow change to light var- 
mint or sporter rifles with high power 
scopes. This | cannot agree with. 

As for the averages at the end of Ron’s 
letter, | find them deceiving. It just happens 
that Ron’s club is the hottest Hunter Rifle 
club in the country right now. They have five 
or six of the top twenty shooters in the 
game. Hardly basis for a fair comparison. 

Now just a few plus facts for Hunter Class 
shooting today AS IT STANDS! 

1. We have numerous active clubs. 

2. One of the most prosperous postal 
leagues in all sports (T.C.L.). 

3. A lot of new shooters every year, even 
whole new clubs. 

4. Lots of National class shooters. 

5. Many talented “smiths” and machinists. 

6. We as a group are quite happy! 

| would like to end this letter with a few 
questions. 

Why are so many non Hunter shooters 
worried about us? 

Why do Hunter Rules get changed and 
set at Varmint Nationals? 

Why was the NEW scoring devise de- 
signed and voted in by Varmint Shooters? 

Why are there no point matches in Hunter 
Class for Benchrest Shooter of the Year 
Award? 

In closing, Ron wanted to hear from Hunt- 
er Class shooters so here is my reply. | 
would welcome all replies to my questions 
and this letter. Please feel free to write or call 
me. | have talked to a number of shooters 
before composing this and feel valid in my 
response and questions.

Dear Dave: 

Since writing my letter of January 3, with 
reference to the comparison of Dr. 
Hudson’s score of 2301 with Lones 
Wiggers’ score of 2383, | happened to read 
the scores of the 1987 Coors 
Scheutzenfest, in the “American Single 
Shot Rifle News”, in which Lones compet- 
ed. A comparison of these scores with 
Hudson’s might be of interest to your read- 
ers. 

Four, 50 shot matches are fired at 200 
yards, on the German ring target, under 
original scheutzen conditions. The matches 
include offhand, iron sights; offhand, scope 
sights; benchrest, iron sights; and 
benchrest, scope sights. Single shot rifles, 
typical of the scheuzen period are required. 
Plain base, lead bullets, lubricated or paper 
patched, must be used, in centerfire cali- 
bers. | phoned Max Goodwin, at Coors, and 
Max told me the weather was very good 
during these matches, with little wind. 

In listing the scores, | have put in paren- 
thesis, next to the 50 shot score, that score 
multiplied by 2, for convenience in making 
comparison with the scores in the first para- 
graph of this letter. 

Winner of the iron sights offhand was 
Mike Gibbs 1079 (2158). Wigger shot 1022 
(2044), finishing in 5th place. 

Winner of the scope sights offhand was 
Jim Feren 1096 (2192). Wigger shot 1073 
(2146), finishing in 4th place. 

Winner of the iron sights benchrest was 
Ron Long 1204 (2408). 

Winner of the scope sights benchrest was 
Jim Feren 1221 (2442). 

It would appear that Wigger was some- 
what handicapped by a rifle and load combi- 
nation that did not deliver as good groups as 
some of the others. He did not shoot the iron 
sights benchrest and shot a score of 1198 
(2396) in the scope sights benchrest, 23 (46) 
points behind the winner. It is probably of lit- 
tle use to try to estimate what Wigger’s han- 
dicap was, but he was 57 points behind the 
winner in the iron sights offhand and 46 
points behind the winner in the scope sights 
offhand. A large part of the scheutzen game 
is in acquiring the knowledge and skills to 
make single shot rifles and lead bullet loads 
perform. It seems reasonable to conclude 
that any of the present day, scheutzen 
shooters, including Lones Wigger, has a 
way to go, before beating Hudson’s score.

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Modern, high quality, de Haas-Miller single 
shot actions were used by grand aggregate 
winner Jim Feren, as well as a number of 
other competitors, including Wigger. It is 
also of interest that old time, scheutzen car- 
tridges, such as the .32-40, continue to 
dominate these matches. Many shooters 
have made up rifles using short, small ca- 
pacity cases, based on the belief (true in 
centerfire, jacketed bullet rifles) that a case 
full of powder gives better and more consis- 
tent performance, but these cartridges have 


not seemed to give better performance than 
the old timers, with plain base, lead bullets. 

| also looked up the 1985 scores for the 
Coors scheutzenfest. 

Winner iron sights offhand was Jim Feren 
1066 (2132).

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Dear Dave, 

When | started shooting benchrest in the 
early 1970s, | was using a .222 heavy var- 
mint, and a 6x47 sporter. At the start, | held 
the sporter, and shot the heavy varmint free 
recoil. As time went on, | did a lot of experi- 
menting with that sporter, because | was 
finding it very hard to be consistent with 
when | was holding the gun. | tried every- 
thing from free recoil . . . through holding the 
gun... up to and including a death-grip on 
the gun, knuckles white, gritting teeth, no 
breathing, and eyes crossed (Editor: now 
that’s what | call a firm hold!). 

When the 6PPC came along, in 1975- 
1976 | used free recoil from the start, in both 
classes, with this new wunderkind. 

My routine is to first of all get a good set 
up, with straight alignment and smooth 
slide. | hold the front of the rear bag with my 
left hand, but only ever so slightly, unless | 
get to machine-gunning. Presently | am 
using a stop on my front rest. | like it mainly 
because it lets me know if | am doing some- 
thing drastically wrong; in that case some- 
thing isn’t going to line up relative to the gun- 
front stop relationship, and heaven being 
kind . . . hopefully | will have the good judge- 
ment to stop shooting, and look around a bit 
to see what the heck is wrong. 

| pull the gun BACK from the front stop, 
getting the scope’s dot onto my aiming 
point, and check to see if it stays there by it- 
self. If so, | either pull the trigger or a slight 
slap, but it has to be straight back. By 
watching the dot during recoil | can tell if I’ve 
got a good shot off (relative to my bag tech- 
nique) or if I’ve messed up. 

| like my trigger pull to be as light as possi- 
ble, but under no circumstances do | want 
that gun to go “bang” when the bolt closes 
... and sometimes, when | am machine- 
gunning a group down range on my record 
target, when there is a brief calm out front of

me, | must admit that bolt is being operated 
... Shall we say . . . with zest and firmness 
(Editor: what’s a zest?) 

During the past couple of years, | had two 
guns. . . one anew, state of the art gun... 
that have been giving me fits. (Editor: Lee 
Euber is not a drinking man. But his troubles 
with that new gun, trying to get it “to shoot” 
have driven a few of us to drink, out of sym- 
pathy for his frustrations. How’s that for 
true friendship?). As time went on | began to 
doubt all that | knew, all that! did, and all that 
| used. (Editor: for Pete’s sake, get a hold of 
yourself, Lee. Your voice was beginning to 
break, there. By the way, that last line of 
yours ... isn’t that a slightly changed line 
from the wedding ceremony?). For a while, 
looking for some improvement . . . any im- 
provement . . . | went back to holding onto 
the gun. | did get a few good groups, but 
when | found myself running short on time 
on a record target, and had to concentrate 
more on hold (than on conditions) | realized 
that | was not at ease or “in control”. 

What has happened over the years is that 
| have developed my own unique style of 
shooting, a style that is quite versatile, but 
does not include the distraction of holding 
onto the gun, and trying to get all aspects of 
my hold the same from shot to shot. That re- 
quires thought, concentration, and atten- 
tion to details . . . all of which | would prefer 
tospend on watching the range conditions. 

| think that it is important for any shooter 
to develop a style that he or she is comfort- 
able with, and equally as important . . . has 
confidence in. Any method has SOME ad- 
vantages unique to it . .. and what is best 
for one shooter is not necessarily best for 
another shooter. If you have a good set-up 
for your bags and your rifle, if you have a 
consistent style of shooting, and you are 
comfortable at the bench. . . youhave areal 
headstart on the task of getting a good

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group down-range on your record target. 


When | start an agg | sort of pussy-foot 
along until | think | have a handle on the con- 
ditions, and when I’m in the groove it’s like 
I’ve acquired an extra sense ... knowing 
when to start shooting, when to stop, and 
when to start again. When you are “on” you 
can “get away” with some of the darndest 
decisions, and yet the shot will go into the 
group. For instance, when | am “waiting 
out” a coridition, feeling that things will im- 
prove out front of me ... with the 
rangemaster’s clock running down . . . and 
now we are pretty much in the soup, be- 
cause there’s a minute left, only one shot on 
my record target. . .orevenno shots on tar- 
get ... and it’s now a matter of ... start 
shooting . . .or DNQ. When “on” under such 
circumstances, the mind acts like a small 
computer (Editor: maybe yours does. Mine 
blows a fuse, and starts smoking and back- 
firing). When “on” I’ve shot many groups in 
the ones and twos under such wretched cir- 
cumstances. At 100 yards, for purposes of 
discussion, I’ve ended up groups fired en- 
tirely in that final minute where | held off up 
to a half inch on either side of my original 
aiming point, and at ail sorts of screwy an- 
gles. I’m not trying to say that this is a good 
way to shoot. . . but if you’ve got that bag- 
gun groove correct, a good shooting style, 
are mentally alert and have a handle on the 
conditions out front ... as | said earlier... 
we will all have those days where you do 
everything right, and get away with the 
darndest things. | guess | frequently find my- 
self with the dilemma of a minute or so left 
... and no shots on record . .. because | 
have been so busy shooting sighters on the 
lower target, trying to learn what effect the 
various conditions out front would have on 
the bullets. 

The key to a good group is frequently tied 
to your selection of WHEN to start shooting 
on the record target. If you get a shot off. . . 
and immediately there was a complete re- 
verse of conditions, and a substantial pick- 
up in conditions velocity ... well, you can 
still get a good group out of it, but boy are 
you ever going to have to work atit. . .com- 
pared to the fellow on the next bench, who 
had the good fortune (or good judgement) 
not to get off a shot in that previous condi- 
tion. | like to pick a condition to start in, and 
keep shooting that condition, making minor 
changes in my aiming point. Over the past 
three years | have continually worked at dis- 
ciplining myself not to shoot too fast once | 
started my group. | try to watch the flags 
closely, and shoot through the small condi- 
tions changes, holding off small amounts 
that seemed correct, and stopping only for 
drastic changes.

Dear Dave: 

One of the perks of contributing articles to 
Precision Shooting is the samples that vari- 
Ous vendors and wonderful people send for 
evaluation. 

| was having a devil of a time with the new 
lube groove barrier design in keeping the 
grease evenly distributed within the sectors 
and because the Texaco lube is tacky and 
keeps pulling out of the grooves, defeating 
the whole concept. 

Out of the clear blue sky (angels are like 
that), a package of lube samples arrived 
from Duane Benton of Rooster Labs. At this 
point, | was desperate, so apart came the 
“lube-sizer” for cleaning. If you haven’t 
done it, you haven’? lived! It’s very messy, 
but it must really be clean so that the new 
lube is not contaminated. Among the vari- 
ous samples were two likely candidates, 
Rooster Z and Rooster HVP, both hollow 1” 
sticks. The Rooster Z was hard and slick, 
like a candle, but softened up with a little 
heat; the HVR was also slick, but more 
tough than hard; neither was sticky at room 
temperature. The literature listed a melting 
point of 220°F for both. This was in the area 
| was looking for, as | couldn’t have the lube 
melting in the sun as most of the others did. 
The Texaco Taurak coming out of my lube- 
sizer had a melting point of nearly 400°F, 
but was tacky at all temperatures. Its saving 
grace was that it was water soluble, which 
helped in cleaning out the sizer — hot water 
worked wonders. 

Off to the range just before Christmas to 
see what we had, and now we are in double 
trouble. For a control, we used my regular 
.30 Cal., single groove, plain base, lead bul- 
lets that were shooting well enough to win 
matches, but were always just on the edge 
of leading and required cleaning every 15 or 
20 shots. When these were lubed with the 
Rooster HVR, they shot just great without a 
trace of leading. Readers may wonder why, 
after all my articles on avoiding leading, | 
have been so close to it — because, using 
190 gr. .30 Cal. plain base bullets, close to 
40,000 PSI gave great accuracy, and every 


io 
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shooter seems to see just how close to dis- 
aster he can get if he can win matches. 

Now, since my old standby Coors bullet 
shoots better with the Rooster lube, I’m in 
real trouble evaluating my new barrier de- 
sign against it. 

The new barrier design does shoot well, 
but again more velocity with the heavy bullet 
is not the goal as recoil is also greater. What 
did open up was the use of the little 6MM 
lead bullets at higher velocity with the 
Rooster lube and Poly wads — 2,000 FPS 
and no leading with a plain base 6MM bullet. 
These are 85 to 95 grain bullets which buck 
wind really well. Under 1” groups at 100 
yards are no problem, and 1/2” groups reg- 
ularly are the final goal. All this from the 
24/20 Kitten and 8 grains of Blue Dot in the 
Ruger #1 single shot. 

That Rooster lube with the wads is more 
exciting than my bullet design. The silouette 
pistol and rifle boys need never use a jacket- 
ed bullet from what I’ve seen and done — 
and thus, preserve their barrels and save 
bucks. 

Now, we need precision “gas checks” for 
real match shooting. Dave, would you be- 
lieve, | still haven’t got around to trying any 
of this lead stuff in a real bench gun — too 
much fun from getting these single shot ri- 
fles and pistols shooting like | never thought 
they would. 

Dave, a real precision lead bullet story is 
developing which I’m sure you must be 
aware of — i.e., the work Lou Palmisano 
and Bill Davis are doing with the U.S. Shoot- 
ing Team to get the Little 22 LR competitive 
with the Russians. Our guys are actually 
hand-loading from scratch, starting with 
primed cases. My involvement has been 
tumble-lubing bullets. Since you know these 
people, maybe you can get some sort of 
“scoop” on the final results. From what I’ve 
heard, this has been “Precision Shooting” 
at its ultimate.

Dear Dave, 

Sorry for the slow response. No excuses; 
let’s just face it: I’m slow. Concerning your 
letter from Hub Coates on the methods of 
using a bench rest rifle | submit the following 
(which is my opinion only). 

1. Yes. | do recommend a front stop. | 
shoot fast when conditions permit. | do feel 
that it helps me re-aim quicker and keep the 
angle relatively the same between my rifle 
and the target. | just lightly feel a contact on 
the stop; NO pushing-against-it-pressure at 
all. 

2.1 also have heard that some rifles need- 
ed pressure to shoot. I’ve never owned a 
rifle that wouldn’t shoot better shooting it 
free. If the rifle needs pressure then | feel 
something is a little wrong; with the bag set 
up, the weight distribution of the rifle itself 
for maybe the load itself is a little to violent 
causing excessive movement of the rifle be- 
fore bullet exit. A striker spring that is too 
heavy could also be a culprit here. 

3. | have never shot another way except 
free recoil. | feel the method reduces shoot- 
er gun handler mistakes. Because you can- 
not apply exactly the same amount of pres- 
sure on the rifle five times. This would have 
an effect on the vibrations of the rifle as well 
as how hard it was resting on the bags from 
shot to shot. | watched the good shooters | 
came in contact with when | first got into the 
game; especially Ed Watson. | decided that 
free recoil was the best method and | start- 
ed training myself to shoot that way. | think 
that this is the reason that it does not work 
for some people, because it is an unnatural 
way of shooting a rifle. Especially to people 
who shoot hunting rifles a lot. It requires alot 
of effort to perfect, expecially with a scope 
bouncing off your nose for the first 4 or 5 
matches. 

4. | use only my trigger finger. NO shoul- 
der contact. No gripping of the stock any- 
where. | have trained a lot of new shooters. | 
have found that | can make them competi- 
tive a lot quicker by making them use the 
free recoil method. 

5. | use just enough pressure on the trig- 
ger to get it to fire. 

6. | use a center moth ball hold with a .22 
dot in my scope. That’s where she’s always 
at, unless I’m holding for a shot. | don’t get 
as confused that way on holding shots. | 
want my group at 6 o’clock (out of the moth 
ball, to avoid bad measuring because of the 
thick black ring around the moth ball). 

7. | think consistency is the key work on 
gun handling. But | do believe total free re- 
coil is the most consistent of all the shooting 
methods. I’ve never considered benchrest 
shooting required a lot of marksmanship; 
except for the shooter’s gun handling abili- 
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ty. Which can make or break you! | think this 
is the reason a lot of shooters shoot their 
Heavy Varmint rifles well and can’t seem to 
get the same results with the 10¥2 Ib. guns. 
Flaws in their handling which is greatly 
counteracted by the extra 3 pounds of 
weight.

A .17 caliber barrel must be cleaned fre- 
quently. This is one of the reasons why unin- 
formed shooters give up on the .17 bore. 
Once that barrel is fouled, you’re not going 
to like the accuracy you get! 

To go back to Mr. Craig’s inquiry on 
cleaning the Martini. He stated that he re- 
moved the forearm and breechblock from 
the receiver. This seems like a lot of extra 
work to me, andis not necessary. Too many 
of our older shooters still seem to think that 
all rifle barrels are made from low carbon 
steel, and do not realize that today’s 
chrome-moly steels are made from consid- 
erably sterner stuff. With a good, coated 
rod, and a bit of care, you can clean from the 
muzzle. | know that this would be a no-no to 
many shooters, but | have used this method 
on non-takedown Martinis for years with no 
ill effects. | do use a little device that slips 
over the muzzle for a black powder rifle. A 
lot of the Martini Cadet actions did not have 
the hole at the rear of the receiver for clean- 
ing purposes, and you only have one alter- 
native ... clean from the muzzle. 

As for the split pin that holds the trigger 
group to the receiver, | have never had a 
problem with this. There again, with a brass 
punch and a little bit of headwork it should 
pose no problem. Some of these little ac- 
tions were also made with a crossbolt and 
knurled head, but most of these were .22 
match rifles made in England. There are de- 
sign faults in many revered and coveted ri- 
fles. If you want a particular one badly 
enough ... you overlook the minor faults. 
There’s an awful lot of things good about 
the Baby Martini action to out-weigh the lit- 
tle stuff!

CANT AND GROUP SIZE 


Have you ever had a “wind” shot out of a 
group that you couldn’t explain by a change 
in conditions? Have you ever, while firing a 
group, noticed that the vertical cross hair 
was not perfectly vertical and wondered 
what effect that has on group size? This ar- 
ticle presents an analysis on the subject of 
variations of cant during the firing of a group 
and its effect on group size. 

The Second College Edition of the Ameri- 
can Heritage Dictionary defines cant as: 
“Angular deviation from a vertical or hori- 
zontal plane or surface slant; slope.” A few 
years ago, | began to notice that sometimes 
after recoil, my rifle was tilted so that the ver- 
tical cross hair was not perfectly vertical. 
After some consideration on the matter, | 
decided to do some analysis of what effect 
this has on bullet placement down at the tar- 
get. The conclusion | came up with was: 
under “normal” circumstances, plenty! 
Since until very recently | have never heard 
or seen anything about this issue, | thought 
I'd like to write an article on the subject. 

We all know that a bullet’s path begins to 
deviate in the downward direction from the

center line of the bore the instant it leaves 
the muzzle. From the Sierra Reloading 
Manual, we find that a 70 grain 6 mm bullet 
with 3200 fps muzzle velocity will drop 1.78 
inches out to 100 yards, 7.93 inches out to 
200, and 19.84 inches at 300. Therefore, if 
we want the bullet to strike the target at the 
point where the cross hairs intersect, the 
center line of the barrel, when extended to 
the target, must pass through the target ata 
point above the aiming point by 1.78, 7.93, 
and 19.84 inches at 100, 200, and 300 
yards respectively. So far, all elementary 
knowledge that any benchrest shooter ei- 
ther already knows, or can easily figure 
out. 

Now, let’s suppose that the rifle is sighted 
in for 100 yards so that the point of impact is 
the same as the point of aim (with the rifle 
aligned in its proper orientation; vertical 
cross hair is perfectly vertical). Figure 1, in- 
tentionally distorted for purposes of illustra- 
tion, shows the rifle, the target, line of center 
of the bore, line of sight from the scope, and 
the bullet path. Our hero fires four shots 
downrange in nearly ideal conditions and 
we have so far a group of about .050. Now 
let’s see what happens when he cants the 
rifle 3.6 degrees to the left for the last 
shot. 

In figure 2, a diagram of the target is 
shown. Point A is where the first four shots 
were placed, in a nice, tight .050 group,

which is also, for the sake of argument, our 
aiming point. Point B is the point on the tar- 
get where the centerline of the bore inter- 
sected the target for the first four shots; 
1.78 inches above point A. Now, for the last 
shot, the center line of the bore intersects 
the target at point C. So here is our hero, 
who knows that the bullet will strike the tar- 
get 1.78 inches below the intersection of the 
bore center line and the target, point C, and 
what is he thinking about? He’s carefully 
watching the flags, waiting for the perfect 
condition to return, wondering whether the 
range master just called one minute or 30 
seconds. He probably doesn’t notice that 
his vertical cross hair, while perfectly dis- 
secting the ten ring on the record target, is 
on the 9 ring on the sighter at 3:00! (Never 
mind the fact that he’s got a dot in the scope 
and the “cross hairs” are hardly visible!) Fi- 
nally, the perfect condition returns, and he 
squeezes off that last shot. Where does that 
last shot go? 

A little basic trigonometry tells us that 
point C is .111 inch to the left of point B and 
.0035 inch below it. Well, the .0035 isn’t too 
bad, but the .111 sure didn’t help that nice 
ex-screamer! He now has a .135 group; still 
pretty nice, but it sure isn’t that slack- 
grabber he could have had if he only 
thought: “Now, let’s see; sin(3.6°) equals 
.063, times 1.78 inches, equals about .111 
inch; nope — better get that gun vertical

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again.” Instead, he’s probably actually pret- 
ty happy he didn’t “misjudge the wind” any 
more than he did. 

When thinking about the 3.6°, keep in 
mind that when the clock says one minute 
after the hour, the minute hand is 6 degrees 
to the right of 12, so we're only talking about 
a little more than half a minute before the 
hour (time, not minutes of angle). Also keep 
in mind that we didn’t already have a shot 
where the rifle was canted 3.6° to the right 
for one of the shots; then we would have 
had a .220 to .240, one of those “ho-hum” 
groups. (The whole reason | used 3.6° is 
that that’s the angle, in fact, that the cross 
hairs would be tilted at 100 yards such that 
the vertical cross hair would be 1/2 inch off 
on the sighter target. In my own shooting, 
NOT with the rail gun, of course, | have often 
noticed this amount of cant.) 

Now let’s carry the analysis out to 200 
and 300 yards. The trigonometry remains 
the same (the sin of 3.6° is still about .063) 
and figure 2 is still valid; only now point B is 
7.93 or 19.84 inches above A. Therefore, 
point C is now .498 inches to the left of B at 
200, and 1.25 inches to the left at 300. As 
can be seen, these are not negligible figures 
in benchrest shooting! Again, consider that 
the cant could easily be more without the 
shooter really noticing, and that it can be in 
both directions. What about other angles of 
cant? For practical purposes, the sin of 
small angles (less than about 10 degrees) is 
directly proportional to the angle. This 
means that if the gun is sighted so that the 
point of impact is the same as the point of 
aim, the lateral deflection due to cant will be 
about .031 inch, .138 inch, and .346 inch at 
100, 200, and 300 yards respectively for 
each degree of cant angle. 

Note again that the above analysis as- 
sumes that the rifle is sighted so that the 
point of impact is the same as the point of 
aim. Now, anybody who knows me knows 
that | use the aiming square and have my 
rifle sighted so that the group forms some- 
where below the ten ring, usually down on 
the 7 ring. Well, guess what happens to fig- 
ure 2. Inmy case, at 100 yards, point B is ac- 
tually 1/2 inch below point A, so the figure

would have to be redrawn to make sense. 
But the point I’m trying to make is that since 
the distance between points A and B is 
shorter, the horizontal shift of the bullet due 
to cant is proportionally smaller; about .031 
inch (in the other direction) for the same 3.6° 
in the above analysis. Further note that if | 
formed my group on the nine ring, aiming at 
the square, then there would be, for practi- 
cal purposes, no horizontal bullet shift due 
to cant simply because the center line of the 
barrel intersects the target at almost exactly 
the point of aim. | could probably lay the rifle 
on its side and be pretty close to hitting my 
group. At 200 yards, | typically form my 
group between the 8 and 7 rings; in this case 
my barrel is pointing at the target only 3.4 
inches above the aiming point. This better 
than cuts the effect of cant at 200 yards in 
half. |am not saying that | shoot the way | do 
because of this analysis; | can see the 
square better in all conditions and | can see 
the shots better when they’re away from 
that thick ten ring. However, my way does 
have the advantage that the effect of cant is 
minimized. 

| firmly believe that the new competition 
rest tops have helped reduce the aggre- 
gates shot in recent years simply because 
of the fact thay they probably help to hold 
the rifle in an uncanted position, even 
though they do have other advantages. 

In all the years I’ve been shooting, | can- 
not recall having heard any other shooters 
talking about this issue, nor have | ever seen 
an article on the subject. Furthermore, | 
have asked a few shooters if they had ever 
heard or read anything on it and the answer 
has always been “no” until recently when | 
asked my friend Bud Welsh, and he loaned

me a copy of Canadian Bisley Shooting: An 
Art and a Science, by Desmond T. Burke. 
Burke devotes no less than five chapters to 
the subject, showing very detailed analyses 
including the compound effect of cant plus 
wind allowance. He does make reference to 
some articles, including The American Rifle- 
man (Jan., 1933 and Mar., 1964) and even 
Precision Shooting (Nov., 1963), although 
from his description, they don’t seem to say 
much. He points out early on that a 6° cant, 
using the .303 British at 1000 yards, would 
cause the shot to miss the target by a few 
inches! Until now, with the smaller aggre- 
gates we're seeing, the effect of cant in 
benchrest shooting may have been consid- 
ered negligible, but | think its time for serious 
consideration has come.

A few additional notes, for the history en- 
thusiasts. The photo of Rex Reneau shows 
him holding a Sharps rifle. This particular 
rifle in the picture is a modern replica of the 
famous Sharps rifle of the late 19th century 
used with such effectiveness by the buffalo 
hunters, and is owned by Harold 
Broughton, a PS columnist (not to be con- 
fused with a PS communist). Harold, as well 
as our match reporter, Gary Sandlin, is a 
student of western history, and is fascinat- 
ed by the precision shooter of yesteryear 
whom we call the buffalo hunter. 

Gary enclosed for my reading a story from 
Great Western Indian Fights on the second 
battle of Adobe Walls. This was a frontier 
settlement of buffalo hunters located in 
present day Hemphill County, Texas north- 
east of Amarillo. Here twenty-six buffalo 
hunters were attacked by a force of hostile 
plains indians, mostly Comanches, Chey- 
ennes, and Kiowas, estimated at 700 warri- 
ors. After several days of fighting in which 
many indians and only a couple of buffalo 
hunters were killed, the indians withdrew 
with a profoundly increased respect for the 
marksmanship of the buffalo hunters, and 
the potency of their rifles, the “big fifties” as 
they were known. During this battle, a 
young buffalo hunter by the name of Billy 
Dixon, highly regarded for his marksman- 
ship, shot an indian and killed him at a dis- 
tance later measured at 1538 yards. That is 
4614 feet or 87% of a mile! He used a fifty 
caliber Sharps rifle. That rifle can be seen 
today in the Wax Museum in Grand Prairie, 
Texas.
